The tremendous turnover in stocks in 
the last ten days was the greatest in 
twenty-three years, according to Wall 
Street récords. Since the re-election of 


shares of stéck have been dealt in on 
the New York Stock Exchange. In ‘the 
week / ended at noon. yesterday the 
transactions aggregated 11,527,132 
shares,’a. figure which has heen exceeded 
but. twice, before in the history of the 
market: in the so-called panio weeks of’ 
‘May 4 and May 11, .1901. 

During the six trading days of the 
last week there were four successive} 
days’ on which the volume of stocks 4 
dealt in» on je Stock Exchange e¢x- 
ceeded: 2,000,000 shares. On Friday and 
again yesterday the volume of dealings 
slackened moderately,. but still was far 
above what Wall Street has come to con- 
sider a normal market—that is, 1,000,000 
shares of stock in a five-hour day. 

The advance, as calculated from the 
average of fifty representative: shares, 
was slightly less than five points. For 
the railroad shares it was 3.97, for the 
industrial. shares 5.55 and for fifty rep- 
resentative stocks 4.76.

During the’ last week a total of 689 
separate issues. were dealt in on the 
Stock Exchange. This is a new high 
record for all time for the Exchange. 
It is a-feature of the present market 
that. no ‘particular class of stocks is 
more sought than ahother; but there ap- 
pears_to be a very good inquiry for all 
sorts, even those selling at $1 or $2 
having been in quite active demand, 

The présent market is peculiar be- 
cause of its very: unexpectedness. Stocks 
had been moderately strong before the

Broadway awaiting word that: will send 
her back to the sanctuary of convent 
walls. The nun is~Mother Hildegarde, 
daughter of Supreme Court Justice John 
W. Goff, who died just a week ago to- 
day in his home at 319 West 104th 
Street. 

It was to nurse her father that. Mother 
Hildegarde asked permission. to put 
aside for a time. she life of a religious 
Teckuse.and to ive again in the world 
of her youth. het was more than « 
year-ago; aud now that her father has- 
died ‘shé is ready to fulfill the. promiise 
she mede: to return to the convent and 
the religious life.» 

It-was in 1003 that Innis Goff sur- 
prised her friends with the ‘announce- 
ment thet she intended to entér convent 
Walls. She was a beautiful, saccom- 
plished and popular girl. Her talents as 
@ musician had attracted attention, Her 
friends Were many: 

The girl's decision brought sorrow to 
the Goff: household: She was the only 
girl. The parents had sent her abroad 
to study music. She returned an accom- 
Plished: harpist, and when she sat in the 
a@rawing room of the Goff home and 
Played on the great gilt harp they had 
bought for her, Judge.G@off would call 
her~ ‘‘nInisvale,"’ an ancient tame for 
Ireland. 

But to the pleadings of her parents 
and .her friends Miss Goff was deaf 
She was determined to take up the re- 
ligious life. .She believed it was intended 
she should do that, At last she left 
and the harp was covered up and heard 
no: more. 

‘Became a. Language Teacher. 

Going. to Rome Miss Goff joined the 
Ursulines. In time she was_sent ‘back 
to this country. As a venerate she was 
sent from convent to convent teaching 
many subjects, but particularly lan- 
guages and history.. Finally, upon the 
request of Cardinal Farley she was ap- 
pointed a member of the teaching staff 
at The: Castle, ‘a -Catholic school for 
girls &t.

A strange and dramatic story -behind 
the death of Madeline’ Haverstroh, 25- 
year-old daughter of a wealthy family 
of Lynbrook, L. LL. -who‘committed suf- 
cide in her autom é near her home 
late Friday’ afternoon, ‘became. public 
yesterday.

‘and Mrs. Julius Davis. Mrs. Davis had 
formerly been Principal of a school 
which Miss Haverstroh had attended at 
Malverne. She: was to have‘ returned 
home Friday morning, -but ‘stoppéd’ at 
Northport to visit another friend, Mrs. 
Leopold Dohna, who ‘keeps an inn there. 


Friend Warned Mother. 


Harly \ Friday afternoon Mrs. Dohna 
called up Mrs. Haverstroh at Lynbrook 
and said: 

“There is something wrong with Mad- 
eline.. She’s acting very: queerly.”’ 

**Keep her there until I can get there,” 
replied Mrs. Haverstroh,

the mother then called In: Herman -Her- 
ring, a neighbor, to accompany her to 
Northport.

The Capitol Limited, the Baltimore & 
Ohio Railroad’s crack flier from Balti- 
more and Washington to. Chicago, was 
wreeked late this afternoon at Wever-. 
ton, east of here,-when it split a switch 
at a crossover, ; 

The B. & O.’s prize train, which was 
westbound, narrowly escaped piling into 
the ditch from end to end, but fortu- 
nately the engineer had slowed for the 
crossover and only the engine and two 
mail cars turned over. Some of the 
coaches and Pulman cars behind were 
slewed off the rails,-but the train jolted 


them from turning over. 

The fireman, pinned in the wreckage 
of the overturned engine; was killed al- 
most instantly. His name was Harry 
Griffin.:. His home was in Brunswick, 
Md. Al Ross, the engineer, was serfously 
injured and two mail clerks: and two 
porters were painfully hurt.

Peace, | named by the General Conference 
of the Chirch, held at“Des Moines, Iowa, 
last May. Bishop William F. McDowell 
of ‘Washington, D. C., is Chairman of 
the commission, and delivered the report, 
which was adopted by the buard. 

“We place as great an odium on. the 
war profiteers as is placed -upon the 
slacker,” said the report. ‘‘We hold the 
cause of peace dearer than party alle- 
glance and) shall tolerate no dilatory or 
evasive attitude on the part of those 
who represent us in the legislative 
halls. Methodism calls upon all her peo- 
ple to support for public office men 
who are pledged to secure the out- 
lawry of war. The ballot and other 
direct processes of democracy are to 
be employed in securing a warless. world. 

‘The Bishops aré determinéd to make 
effective Methodism’s creed on peace, 
which Selene that war is not inevita- 
ble; it is the supreme enemy of man- 
kind, and its continuance is the suicide 
of civilization. Methodism is grimly de- 
termined to outlaw the whole war sys- 
tem. They dare to remind the Govern- 
ments which ignore the Christian con- 
science of men in time of peace that 
they cannot justly claim the lives of 
men in time of war. Meth has set 
herself to create both the will to peace 
and the conditions of peace. Methodisin

Want World Conference. 


Bishop Theodore Henderson of Cin- 
cinnati, spokesman for the board, as- 
serted that the Board of Bishops favored 
calling an international conference look-

“We will ive. ‘united support to such 
a conference,” said Bishop Henderson, 

‘under whatever auspices it might be 
called. -Bishop McDowell, Chairman of 
the Peace Commission, is now in cor- 
respondence with representative leaders 
of other churches, seeking suggestions 
from.them on a proposed conference on 
peace of all the Christian forces of 
America and of the world. Such a 
world conference was authorized by the 
last general conference, which instructed 
the Peace Commission to consider the 
best plans and metfiods for making the 
impact of a world-wide religious senti- 
ment against the evils of war.’ 

The granting of complete oe 
dence to India by England at this time 
might prove disastrous to the former 
country, .said Bishop H. H. iter 
Smith in.a report to the board. ‘Bishop 
Smith declared that several conditions 
made it almost impossible to establish 
home rule in India. These included, 
he said, the many different tongues 
spoken, ae and strife between the 
various In princes.

She Fails Perceptibly After a 
Slight Improvement During 
the Forenoon. 





MARION, Ohio, Nov. 15 (Associated 
Press).—Mrs. Florence Kling Harding, 
widow of the late President, is growing 
weaker each hour at White Oaks Farm, 
a bulletin issued tonight by Dr. Carl W. 
Sawyer, her physician, said. 

The physician, however, expressed the 
belief that she would survive the night. 

“Mrs. Harding has slept most of thie 
Gay,”’ the bulletin read, ‘“‘and has also 
taken a small amount of nourishment. 
Regardless of this, she is very exhausted 
and weak tonight.

Post Office Warns Particularly 
‘Against Sending Pointed 
Articles Badly Packed. 


STRESSES EARLY SENDING 


Even. Christmas. Cards Should Go 
Out Well in Advance to Avoid 
Last-Day Congestion. 


The danger of mailing. sharp-pointed 
tools and instruments with their points 
unsheathed is described in instructions 
for mailing holiday packages just issued 
by John H. Bartlett, First Assistant 
Postmaster General, in the Nov. 12 issue 
of the Postal Bulletin. 

The rules for Christmas mailing,. print:

ARMY CHURCH 1S BUSIER. 


Chaplain Reports That Attendance 
Increased 300,000 in the Year. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—Churc “ht- 
tendance among soldiers is on the in- 
crease. In his annual report to Secre- 
tary Weeks, Colonel John T. Axton, 
chief of chaplains, said that in the last 
fiscal year attendance at army religious 
services of all denominations was 1,339,- 
473, an ihcrease- of more than 300,000 
over the preceding year. The figures, 
he added, indicated that <‘every one in 
the military establishment attended some 
form of religious service at an army 
post eleven times during the year.’’ 


The report set forth that 15,000 ser- 
vices of all kinds had been held.during 
uae year, with total evening “service: - 





for 3,898 general, evening gérvices, 
175,032 for 4,010 Sunday school/ sessions 
and 141,620 for 1,191 masses, and that 
566 marriages, 722 baptisms and 924 fu- 
nerals took place. 

The inerease in the activities of chap- 
lains was ascribed by Colonel Axton to 
the “‘hearty cooperation of commanding 
officers and to the fact ‘that the stand-

Professor Carl C, Brigham of thé De- 
partment of Psychology; ‘Princeton Unis 
versity. After investigations for sév- 
eral years, he believes that the ability 
of. the individual which can be |utilized 
in any field constitutes the major por- 
tion, perhaps 80 per cent., of his ap- 
titude, 

Professor Brigham, after @ study of 
psychological tests of several classes, 
declares that the reputed inability of 
a student to do work in a certain field 
‘would seém to relate to distaste and 
emotional bias, rather than any peculiar, 
ly defective cognitive endowment.’ 

He does not deny that the student may 
possess a different degree of ability in 
different subjects, and he recognizes jthat 
the problem is not easy to solve, but, 
after the riecessary reservations, he come 
cludes: os 

“The studies made fron different an- 
gles, however, are entirely in agreement | 
and give a-satisfactory pragmatic an- | 
swer. It would seem that although 
special abilities for mathematical and 
scientific work, on the one hand, and 
work in the languages, on the other,’ 
may’ exist, they constitute a small 
portion of the total ability involved. 

“A gtudent will bring to his five 
courses each term a certain amount of 
ability which is common to the courses , 
and some special abttity which may he’ 
specific for one or two. The nature of ; 
these specific abilities is not analyzable 
from our Gata, nor is their existence 
absolutely demonstrable.’ 

Professor Brigham reaches a practical 
conclusion of interest to. teachers. The 
student of fair general ability frequently 
assures his teacher that in one of his 
subjects he cannot master the course be- 
cause of lack of capacity along those 
lines. . On this poirity Professor Brigham 
conclud es : 

“From the standpoint of the individ | 
ual student, it would seem that a pro- 
fessed inability to master any particular 
course in the Princeton curricu! um could 
not he offered as an adequate excuse for 
poor grades in that course. That does 
not mean that a happy combination ‘of 
Interests and gpecial aptitudes in small 
amounts does not give a greater net 
yield in a F bbe course, but it Coes mean | 
that the Princeton curriculum may be 
profitably pursu as almost any stu- 
dent willing to = orth a reasonabie! 
amount of effort

“Of course, all the scientific men in 
the vocational guidance movement are 
aware,’ he said, ‘‘that certain vocationg 
may have a great deal in egmmon, and 
they are trying to determine how much 
is general or common and how much is 


lifferent view. The untrained employ- 
ment manager is much. readier to give 
a final answer as to fitness or unfitness | 
for a given vocation than the. scientist. 
The ‘reason fs that the scfentist checks 
up his predictions, while the layman 
rarely follows up to find. out whether 
he is right’ or wrong. 

“It is a curious fact that many people 
are ready to give vocational advice on 
the flimsiest sort of evidence. Many 
people perform a TT abet sort of opera~ 
tion, Which they call ‘sfaing up the man, 
and, after a few minutes of interview, | 
will gliibly advise the person to become | 
a forester, or a lawyer, or‘a bricklayer. 
A still more>curious fact is that reputa- 
ble business men, apbarently competent 
in the management of their own affairs, 
seem to be more gullible than any other 
group in adopting quack vocational 
guidance schemes, 

“If some one would only follow up 
the advice given by such vocational 
magicians and find out how many of 
the men they advised to become forest- 
ers wound up at a ribbon counter and 
how many they advised to take up 
blacksmithing. became college professors 
the. situation ‘would be much healthier.”’

APPRENTICED TO AMERICAN 
“LIFE. 


More astonishing than the fact that rte 
recent graduates and prospective heirs 
are sweeping and dusting in: the-grand- 
paternal department stofe is the aston- 
ishment which has greeted it. Time was, 
and:that within living memory, when 
such was the normal procedure: What- 
evér the trade or profession a young man 
chose, and whatever his social and finan- 
cial status, he began at the bottom: and 
worked his way up. And this was not 
merely to teach him the ‘business which 
he was destined to manage. It was also 
to put him out as apprentice to Amer- 
ican life. Of late there was sold at auc- 
tion the record of a survey made by 
GEORGE WASHINGTON in his eighteenth 

It was interesting.for its clear- 
“ness and succinctness, as also for its pen- 
manship at once formal and bold. But it 
was most interesting as attesting that, 
though born to the richest lands and the 
best society of Virginia, WASHINGTON 
rubbed elbows from boyhood with small 
farmer and backwoodsman. He had lived 
through the whole gamut of our life: It 
is not easy to overestimate the debt which 
as a people we owe to that fact. 

The passing of this custom was noted 
a full generation ago by an unusually 
clear-visioned economist, General FRAN- 
cisv.A. WALKerR. The chief cause he 
found in a sudden increase of alien im- 
migration. Young men no longer found 
it easy; or in any way_natural, to take 
up a transit or a pick and join a railroad 
or mining gang, to shoulder an axe and 
march forth to lumber camp or virgin 
farmland. Everywhere the lower rungs 
of the ladder of our national life were 
crowded ‘by men who worked for low 
wages, who spoke a babél of languages, 
whose personal: habits were uncouth. The 
American perforce became member of a 
class, and that class-was thrown back 
upon itself. One result was a deeline in 
the native birthrate. Where formerly it 
had been possible for a man to marry 
young and have children, trusting to the 
strength of his arms and the-richness of 
our national inheritance to sustain them, 
he now found it necessary to go into busi- 
ness or a profession, and to’ wait longer 
before marrying. General WALKER ob- 
served that the decline in our birthrate 
was first manifest at precisely the times 
and the places of the “new” immi- 
gration. 

Soit has become a nine days’ wonder when 
*. white-collar ” folk serve apprenticeship 
in ‘American life. Even at that, their 
way is paved by inherited wealth. Roose- 
VELT himself could scarcely have-become 
cowboy and Colonel of Rough -Riders 
if he had been obliged to go through. the 
modern mill of business or a profession. 
Only the farm continues to afford‘a nor- 


mal-point of vantage. The path LINCOLN j 


trod ig still open. What is called, the 
“ Coolidge myth” may very well be a 
manifestation of our lingering, instinc- 
tive preference for leaders’ whe have ex- 
perience of the common lot, forsmen who 
know, from the soil upward the nation 
they aspire to lead. But as is attested 
by the “res angustae” of the Coolidge 
household, the way is becoming more and 
more difficult.

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WONDERFUL MANCHURIA. 


By. the Treaty of Portsmouth (Sept. 
5, 1905) Japan and Ruésia bound them- 
selves to evacuate Manchuria. Russia 
ceded to Japan the section of the Man- 
churian Railway from Dalny to Chang- 
chun (514 miles). Sovereignty of China 
and the “Open Door” were recognized. 
In the intervening nineteen years 
the development of Manchuria, largely 
‘through Japan’s “ peaceful penetration,” 
has been phenomenal. The Door is no 
longer’ wide open in ‘the literal sense, if 
it was. politically open in the beginning. 
But of one thing there can be no doubt. 
The progress of Manchuria is really a 
Japanese achievement. Since 1912, when 
the railway from Changchun to Kirin, a 
Japanese enterprise, was completed, an 
expansion has gone on by leaps and 
bounds. -The' modern world has seen 
nothing like it. 

Mines, forestry and agriculture have 
been rapidly developed by a policy in 
which the South Manchuria Railway 
Company has played the leading part. It 
might appropriately be called the Penn- 
sylvania or the’ New Yotk Central of 
that great Chinese_realm, composed of 





Kirin and Fengtien.. Yet, according to 
“Manchuria, Land of Opportunities,” a 
handbook issued: by the railway com- 
pany, “the Japanese. jurisdiction in Man- 
“ churia ‘is limited to 1,800 square miles, 
known as the Leased Territory, in the 
“Kwantung Peninsula, and the South 
“Manchuria Railway Zone of 100 square 
“miles.” Manchuria’s area is 365,000 
square miles. The wand whose waving 
has charmed the country, made a hun- 
dred blades of grass spring where one 
grew _before,.and sown it with thriving 
cities,.is held in the hand of Japan. Her 
diplomatic methods may be criticized, but 
the dynamic energy of her adimiristra- 
tion and captains: of industry must ‘be 
conceded.

AMHERST’S NEW PRESIDENT.

The circumstances of the inauguration 
of GEorcE D. OLps as President of Am- 
herst College last Friday. were perhaps 
particularly impressive.in view of the 
situation whieh had preceded the oc- 
casion. President MEIKLEJOHN’S resig- 
nation in June, 1923, although clearly ’a 
result of defects in his administration 
of the college, had been made in’ many 
quarters a basis of controversy over the 
question. whether. a Board of Trustees 
should exercise the power of overriding 
the policies of an existing collége Presi- 
dent. . It was thought at the time, even 
by those who were most convincéd that 
the resignation of Dr. MEIKLEJOHN was 
necessary, that the misunderstandings 
which would inevitably surround the in- 
cident might seriously affect the progress 
of the college for at least the two or 
threé following years. 

No. such result ensvied: On the con- 
trary, despite the widespread idea that 
the: undergraduate support. of President 
MEIKLEJOHN would lead to.a decrease 
in student membership, the number of 
students who failed ‘to return: to Amherst 
in the ensuing term was’ ‘considerably 
less ‘than the number of new students 
who-applied for admission even to the 
upper classes.. The selection of Dean 
Ops as the new President turned out 

to be the happiest possible solution ‘of 
ea such difficulty as.existed. As a com- 
plete solution,- it was -handicapped ‘by 
the fact that Dr. MEIKLEJOHN-was tech- 
nically retained in office for another 


year, with leave of absence: under. full ' 


salary. That year having now expired, 
Dr. OLps undertook.on Friday. the ‘full 
responsibility of the office. It appears 
that the demonstration of the very large 
number of alumni and undergraduates 
who attended the induction formalities 
last Friday was marked by exceptional 
loyalty and enthusiasm.. oe 

The inapguration speech by President 
OLps was characterized by a eertain 
simplicity and downrightness, and by an

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EXCEPTIONALLY RAPID 
MARKETING OF WHEAT 


Department Describes How Ter- 
minals ‘Were Blocked—Why « 
Price Declined in October. 


Discussing the reasons for-the 13- 
cent downward reaction in wheat prices 
between Oct. 16 and Oct. 25,.the De- 
partment of Agriculture's weekly review 
ascribes the movement to the crowding 
of new supplies on the market in excess 
of what could possibly \be exported. It 
says that the marketing of wheat during 
the first three months of the season 
was the heaviest since 1921. Based 
upon inspections of grain at all inspec- 
tion points about 50 per cent. of the 
marketable surplus of wheat moved te 
market during July, August and Septem- 
ber, compared with gbout.

A total of approximately 340,- 
000,000 bushels of wheat was inspected 
during these three months this year,

“While expdrt sales ‘continued of fair 
volume they were almost entirely for 
deferred shipment and there was very 
little -buying of wheat for immediate 


shipment, which \added -further to the. 


‘weight of the large stocks on the mar- 
ket. An effort was made during the

The second interesting fact brought 
out by the analysis is the marked ’in- 
crease in the number of accounts carried 
for men and used exclusively by them. 
According to the credit man who an- 
alyzed the reports, the general impres- 
sion seems_to be that, with men, moth- 
ers-in-law and charge accounts come in 


- Says Credit Man. 
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out by the figures. At the present time, 
Se said, more 500,000 accounts are 
now being carried by men for their per- 
sonal use. ‘New accounts opened by men 
during 1923 showéd an increase of 42 
per cent. over 1921, the last previous 
year for which complete figures “are 
available.. This increase was per 
cent. greater than the gain shown the 
general accounts opened last year, as 
compared with 1921. This does not 

into account such instalment accounts 
as those on ich rniture, phono- 
graphs, pianos, radio sets and other ar- 
ticles are purchased. 

‘The reasons for the decided increase 
in popularity of the charge account as 
a shopping medium are many,’’ contin- 
ued the credit man in. question. “Its 
first appeal, of course, is its many ad- 
vantages and conveniences, which the 
public is coming more and more to real- 
ize. Both men and women are learning,/ 
too, that charge accounts are not de- 
signed especially for the convenience of 
the wealthy, 
opened by any person who is financially 
responsible. This. res 
not have to consist of a large bank 
Some of the very best accounts on the 
books, from. the viewpoint of prompt 
payment and general observance of the 
terms of transactions, are those of men 
and women whose salaries are not large. 
School teachers are a particular é¢xam- 
ple of this. Probably no-general class 
of customers has a better record for 
prompt settlement of merchandise obli- 
gations. . 

“Both women and men are also learn- 
ing in steadily growing numbers that 
the possession of a chargé account not 
only facilities shomeing but turns it 
frequently from something approaching 
an ordeal into a pleasure. I have 
to learn of a customer who, once having 
discovered the convenience of shoppin 
by charge account, has abandoned tha 
method of buying in favor of the cash 
system. 

“Convenience, however, is only one of 
the: thin which make 2 e ac- 
count desirable to many women. One of 
the other important factors is the peace 
of mind resulting from not having to 
carry. money in crowds. do not m 
to infer that women who sums © 
money with them when on a shopeing 
tour are likely to be robbed in a crowd 
store, but in a ‘city of this size, where 
eve ing is crowded, including the 
transit lines, the danger of loss through 

t cannot be safely ignored. 
Then, too, there is always present 
the possibility that, in some moment of 
abstraction, a woman. may lose her 
money.

‘Shopping by mail and telephone is 
also a great more satisfacto it 
done through a charge account. ere 
is no need of advancing cash for a pur- 
chase by mail that the customer is not 
sure will prove perks 4 satisfactory, nor 

need of the prolonged wait- 
ing for the delivery of a C. O. D. pack- 
age. These and other reasons have im- 
pressed themselves upon the shopping 
public, and as a result certain stores 
that have heretofore adhered to a strict- 
ly cash policy have been compelled to 
install the charge system in response to 
the wishes of their patrons, 

“Statistics supplied by apparel shops 
in the membership of the Associated Re- 
tail Credit Men of New York City, Inc., 
show that from 60 to 85 per cent. of 
their business is done by charge cus- 
tomers. Similar information supplied 
by department stores shows that their 
percentage of charge business is amaller 
than the specialty shops’, but even in 
their case it ranges from 35, to 55 per 
cent. of the total volume transacted. 

“A little way back I spoke of the 
growth of charge accounts being due 
in part to the increasing realization on 
the part of the: public that this method 
of shopping is not meant solely for the 
conventence of the wealthier patrons of 
the stores. It is also due in part to 
the increasing knowledge that e@ pro- 

ure of arranging for an account is 
simple. y 

“Of coufse credit cannot be granted 
promiscuously, but for the most part 
the arranging for an account means 
merely a brief interview, with no un- 
pleasant probing into personal affairs. 
Credit men work on the theory that by 
far the greater part of the public is

‘‘Markdowns were recorded as retail 
reductions in the stock ledger, but, as 

cost reductions were 
the effect of the 
markdowns accumulating as the season 
rogressed was to-narrow the margin 
etween the cost and retail totals of the 
stock on hand. Or, in other words, the 
original markup on inventory, plus. pur- 
chases, was depressed. Hence markup 
on stock on hand represented until the 
very end of the season the difference be- 
tween original costs and current retail} 
igures ,and a rather violent end-of-sea- 
son adjustment was necessary to re- 
establish the normal margin. 

“This adjustment took the form of a 
physical appraisal, before inventory, of 
each unit of merchandise f 
pose of determining the cost fi 
which it should be valued in‘closing the 
books.

They are all sympathetic studies of 
human character under unusual cir- 
cumstances; their action is reduced 
to the barest essentials for keeping 
their vehicles in motion. 

Finally, there remains 
group of stories which properly 
pertain to the idea of the Hidden 
Player. Most notably is this true 
of. “Checkmate,” from which Hux- 
ley’s quotation is culled. This con- 
tains some really brilliant writing, 
in the macabre vein, and is espe- 
cially congenial to those who can 
appreciate the refinements of chess: 
Few more satisfactory apprecia- 
tions of the game exist. ‘““Check-

T the point, about half way 
A through ‘‘Humpty Dumpty,"’ 
when another paragraph of 
consciously coruscating but sterile 
comment would have been insupport- 
able; Ben Hecht becomes grave and 
simple. The novel seeemed to be 
going the way of “‘Brik Dorn” and 
“Gargoyles’’ into an extended edi- 
torial, is explicit and factual terms, 
for all its superficial glitter of met- 
aphor and simile, on contemporary 
life, rather than an in illu- 
sion. In the latter half of ‘‘Humpty 
Dumpty’’ Mr. Hecht returns to the 
mood of those early short stories, 
which cannot be too highly praised, 
and demonstrates that he can still 
sacrifice the facile sharpness of his 
Satire to the poignancy of his emo- 
tion. 3 


Mr. Hecht supplies in his new 
novel two phrases which describe the 
disappointment of his two earlier 
books; the reader felt that Mr. 
Hecht ‘“‘fatuously turned his disillu- 
sion into imagistic. valentines’’ in 
the form of novels which ‘‘one sup- 
plied with words and closed with 
the feeling that the pages were for- 
ever unwritten.” The impression 
grows stronger, in the first half of 
“‘Humpty Dumpty,"’ that Mr. Hecht 
has mastered a formula by which he 
translates visual and audible phe- 
nomena of city life into feverishly 
agile words. He varies ‘‘the streets 
are like’’—‘‘the people are like’’— 
“the buildings are like’’—with such 
sweepingly ¢ 1 and inexp 
cynicisms as ‘‘men scribbled their 
activities on a mist called time.’’ In 
fact, the suspicion begins to form 
that Mr. Hecht’s leading character, 
Savaron, is the author's 
confession of faith and flagellation 
of self rolled into one.

In the first half of “Humpty 
Dumpty” Mr. Hecht is at pains to 
define Savaron as a superior intelli- 
gence, who is engaged in fighting 
the enemy, the half-baked stupidi- 
ties of the bourgeoisie. He marries 
a little bourgeoise girl, and is by 
her love betrayed into the hands of 
her parents and everything they 
stand for. Mr. Hecht abandons his 
easy scoffing and portrays their 
married love with a tender lyricism 
that makes all the more pathetic 
and inevitable their ultimate quar- 
rels.

M. Loisy would prefer not to be 
called a Modernist, insisting that 
there was not at any time anything 
properly to be describefi as a mod- 
ernist ‘‘movement’’ which he could 
espouse. The contention is 
well founded, if by “movement” is 
to be understood an organized un- 
dertaking of any kind; or even a 
propaganda to which a considerable 
number of persons were consciously 
contributing. ‘The movement of re- 
volt and reconstruction was essen- 
tially individualistic, and it is for 
that reason, as well because of 
its own. inherent weakness as an in- 
tellectual position, that it disap- 
peared, quickly and completely, un- 
der the censure of Rome. There are 
still modernist priests in. the Church 
of Rome, nourishing in secret the 
forbidden fire of aspiration which 
for a brief moment, twenty years 
and more ago, seemed to be pre- 
paring a conflagration, but the pow- 
er of the Church has triumphéd, and 
Rome goes on its way today as if 
modernism had never been. 

There is abundant reason for the 
failure. . Modernism Was at bottom 
a search for an impossible compro- 
mise. Those who espoused it sought 
to remain within the Church while 
attacking at vital points the dogmas 
to which the Church was committed, 
and the observances in which faith 
was expressed. For such an atti- 
tude there was no place in the Ro- 
man communion, which demands 
subjection of the intellect as well as 
the will to the tenets which the 
Church proclaims, and once the 
hand of authority was laid on there 
was no choice save to submit or be 
cast -out. Nor can the modernist 
battle; apparently, be fought again, 
for tactics and weapons have been 
exhausted. . If the imposing struc- 
ture which Rome has reared is ever 
to be made over or destroyed the 
task will have to be accomplished by 
other hands than those of scholars 
boring from within.

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THE AVENUE OF GREAT PARADES 


N the parades of a hundred years 
may be traced the history of 
Fifth Avenue. Ten decades of 


days stand out most clearly in the 
memory of the present generation: 
Woodrow Wilson, in the Fall of 1918,

are processions as great as these of 
the last few years. There was the 
Sound-Money Parade of 1896, when, 
within avenue confines surged a 
golden river of yellow -hats, banners 
and chrysanthemums. There was 


was the Washington Arch dedication, 
when the pure whiteness of classic 
outline was for the first time thrown 
against the green background of the 
old trees of-the quiet square.

Generations of New Yorkers Have 
Marched Its Historic Pave 


Then: nimrod and hunter foraged for 
trout and rabbits around Fourteenth 
Street, and Broadway with its cob- 
blestones vied with the aspiring but 
unpaved avenue in hospitality to 
visiting notables. The city’s crack 


Cornerstone laying and monument 
raising came in with the ‘40s and 
50s, and the Brevoort Hotel began 
to stage social functions exciting 
comment. The Washington Memorial 
Monument parade was one of the 
first to fill city streets with gay 
floats, flying banners and lively mu- 
sic. 


Amid military formality and the 
finest band music of the day, a shaft 
of marble was placed at Fifth Ave- 
nue and Twenty-fourth Street to the 
memory of Major Gen. William J.

the world were now becoming part of 
the daily life of the avenue. Two 
events in the 1840s of particular in- 
terest to Fifth Avenue, though of 
widely dissimilar nature, were the 
opening of the Croton Reservoir, at 
Forty-second Street, and the wed- 
ding of President Tyler at the 


Church of the Ascension, on Tenth 
Street. It was not until fifty years 
later that another President of the 
United States chose a Fifth Avenue 
church for the scene of his wedding. 
This was when President Harrison, 
on April G6, 1896, married Mrs. Dim- 
mick before a smali and select com- 
pany at St. Thomas's. 

The literary dinner to Charies 
Dickens at Delmonico’s was an event 
of the 60s, and its foreign entrées 
of agneau farci & la Walter Scott 
and cotelettes & la Fenimore Cooper 
delighted a company whose usual 
fare was roast beef and Yorkshire 
pudding. 

Another festivity of this decade 
was the reception to General Grant 
at the Fifth Avenue Hotel, though 
for the Reception Committee it 
proved less festive than mortifying, 
owing to the unexpected demands 
made on limited space. Tragedy, too, 
entered imto the life of the avenue 
during these years. On April 25, 
1865, the body of the martyred Lin- 
colin was borne past brownstone 
fronts en route to the family home 
in Illinois. 

Fife and drum corps and braid- 
trimmed divisions paraded the ave- 
nue of the 00s. Men were going 
to war and the city’s women stitched 
up dark bive seams while they 
planned to retrench family expenses. 
Merrymaking gave way to sadness 
new in the life of the avenue. Came 
the dark days of the draft riots, 
when white men, resisting being sent 
to fight for men of another color, 
behaved in the way men do when 
blind panic overtakes them. 


Early in the ‘70s a celebrity from ‘e 


a foreign shore set the hearts of the 
Fifth Avenue maidens a-flutter. 
Grand Duke Alexis Alexandrovitch, 
son of the Czar of Russia, descended 
on the city with his suite of fur- 
coated, diamond-starred officers. The 
New York Yacht Club gave a dinner 
at Delmonicos for this member of 
Russia's Navy. 

In the latter days of the "70s the 
avenue trooped to the dedication of 
St. Patrick’s Cathedral, whose cor- 
nerstone had been laid in 1859. The 
flashing purple of thirty Archbishops 
competed in briiliancy with a per- 
fect Spring day. Two - hundred 
priests and 20,000 singing children 
joined in the memorable ceremony. 

In another year the Chinese diplo- 
mat, Li Hung Chang, in yellow satin 
coat and huge diamond ring, startled 
Fifth Avenue ladies by bluntly ask- 
ing their ages.

The Hoggar has long been identifiex 
with Pilato’s description of the 
“‘nature and arrangement” of Atian- 
tis: “The whole country,"” he re- 
iates, “was very lofty and precipi- 
tous on the side of the sea, but the 
country immediately about and sur- 
rounding the city was a level plain, 
itself surrounded by mountains 
which descended toward the sea; it 
Was smooth and even, but of an 
oblong shape, extending on one di- 
rection three thcusand stadia, and 
going up the country from the sea

through the centre of the island two 
thousand stadia; the whole region of 
the island lies toward the south and 
is sheltered from the north.

Count de Prorok’s expedition faces 
its most baffling problem in the co- 
ordination of geologic and paleolithic 
evidences found in Southern Tunisia. 
The Gafsa, Tamerza and Redeyf 
regions have yielded traces of pre- 
historio man, yet there is ample 
proof that these same burning sands, 
with their foasilized remains, are a 
deposit of the sea and that the en- 
tire desert was once the floor of the 
ocean. ; 
Tozeur, haif-way between the coast 
and the Ghadames crossroads, has 
its legend of an ancient galley found 





embedded many feet below the sur- 
face. To the Arabs the place is 
still known as Mersa-es-Sahara, or 
the “‘inland port.” It is a matter of 
record that at or near this spot in 
1306 a caravan of 1,000 cameis sud- 
denty sank into the earth. Not far 
away, at Nefta, a whok city lies 
buried, and the sands are rapidly 
advancing to devour the present city. 


Desert Still a Mystery 


But neither the earliest historians 
mor the tatest discoveries have 
pierced the mystery of the Sahara 
itself. In his study of its vast lit- 
erature, Count Byron Kuhn de Pro- 
rok has found no key to its condi- 
tion at the dawn of civilization.

There is no definite theory offered 
in the writings of Herodotus, Pliny, 
Strabo, Ptolemy, Pomponius, Martin 
of Tyre, Diodorus of Sicily, Dion 
Cassius, Solon, Photius, nor by any 
other of the long list, including Leon 
the African and the foremost Arab 
authorities. 


Secrets of the Sahara 


Was the Sahara a part of the lost 
Atlantis? Did it collapse and fall to 
the bottom of the ocean to be thrown 
up in another cataclysm? Or did the 
waters merely recede after their de- 
struction of ‘‘the sacred isiand lying 
beneath the sun that brought forth 
all fair and wondrous things in infi- 
nite abundance’’—leaving the bleak, 
towering Hoggar in a sea of sand? 

These are questions that Count de 
Prorok’s expedition will endeavor to 





answer through a program of re- 


|

search that will extend over twenty 
years. 

Admitting that the sphinx for forty 
centuries has derided those who have 
racked their brains with the same 
puzzle, Count de Prorok believes that 
he is nearing an authentic clue. “‘T‘ 
would be a bit of Egyptian irony,” 
he says, “‘if we were to find it on 
the very road that iinked Thebes 
with the distant interior.” 

He hopes at least to be able to 
ascertain how long within the stretch 
of coherent history, a highly civilized 
people, perhape the survivers of 
Atlantis, continued to dwell in the 
Hoggar. He expects to be rewarded 
with some tangible information when 
he digs at the.sites of the Greek,

and along the trade routes that ran 
like arteries to the desert’s heart. 
He maintains that the inscriptions 
left by Punic merchants should re- 
veal the source of the ivory and 
gold and slaves that passed through 
the ‘‘emporia’’ destined for Greece 
and Rome, and illumine, if ever so 
vaguely, those remote Sahara mar- 
kets from which Hannibal obtained 
his mighty elephant herds. 

But along the entire length of the 
trail marked by dead cities there is 
striking confirmation of the possibil- 
ity of the upheaval that legend holds 
wrenched the Hoggar from a conti- 
nent. The North African coast is an 
almost unbroken record of successive 
risings and fallings of the land, ‘of 
the encroachments of the sea and 
the shifting of geographical positions

largest in Tunisia, known to the an- 
cients as the Macra and the Baccara, 
played an important rote in the Punic 
wars. Today its location gives no 
hint of its historical or topographical 
relation to Carthage. Her unruly 
course has changed the landscape of 
Utica,.and its enormous alluvial de- 
posits have completely covered the 
ancient harbors, leaving the famed 
seaport of Cuerar_and of Cato some 
thirty miles intand. 

Count de Prorok points out that 
the peninsula of Carthage itself has 
undergone great changes due to the 
continuous ailting of the sand. The 
neck of land adjoining the peninsula 
to the mainiand is much wider now 
than it was in the days of the Car- 
thaginians. His measurements of 
the speed of tne ever-advancing 
sands shows that in a thirty-mile-an- 
hour gale off the coast the dunes 
gained one foot in three hours. 

“Once while walking over the 
dunes,” he relates, “I suddenly saw 
two or three sprigs of green fig 
leaves protruding from the sand at 
my feet. 1 stopped to make investi- 
gations and found that those few 
leaves belonged to a large fig tree, 
which had been so quickly enveloped 
that the tree itself during the course 
of burial had still retained its life 
Not far from here and over the crest 
of the sands I discovered a grove of 
large and healthy fig trees apparent- 
ty awaiting a similar fate. Close by 
I observed the remains of an antique 
edifice and many marble columns 
half-buried in the encroaching 

A 2,000 - year - old 
known as the ‘Itinerary of An- 
toine.‘" guided Count de Prorok 
and his Franco-American expedition 
im a preliminary survey of the Hog- 
gar route. The journey’s first tap, 
between Carthage and Leptis Magna, 
leada through a territory rich in 
ancient marvels.

And finally it reaches the Litile 
Byrte, the “‘Inhospitatie Sea’’ of 
Virgil's ‘“‘Aeneid."’ Here, off Djerva, 
the famed ‘*isie of the Lotus Eaterr’’ 
has just been 1} ted, a rine 
city which will be explored at the 
beginning cf the season by th 
Franco-American expedition. The 
divers who reported its discovery to 
Count de Prorok a few months ago 
told of an expanse of noble ruins 
through the doorways of which “‘fiah 
swam in and onut.’’ The reporis ve 
were verified and the first submarine 
archaeologists will soon begin their 
research by removing tentacles from 
walls and tearing off barnacies from 
mosaic floors. 4 

The sunken city is not the only 
proof on the coast of the Lesser 
Syrtes of disturbances such as might 
have formed the Hoggar. The River 
Triton that once flowed through the 
sands from the Atlas Mountains has 
completely disappeared, like the 
great sea that preceded it. At the 
site of its mouth stands tle Grcco- 
Roman city of Gigthis, with its mag- 
nificent ruins facing on the desert. 
In the general vicinity is Zita, noted 
for the huge pipes that carried olive, 
oll to the ships, some of which still 
remain intact. 

On the shores of the Lesser Srytes 
and back into the Sahara there is a 
focusing of strange peoples.

‘AST fortunes are reputed to 
have been won, at Monte 
Carlo; but they are few, and 

* the stories about them are 

likely to exaggerate the truth, as 
might be expected when their set- 
ting is that famous rendezvous of 
Princes on the shore of the Medi- 
terranean. 
The cold truth never discourages, 
ever, the of visitors who 
go to Monte Carlo to play. They 
bring old systems that have cost 
them losses for years. They bring 
new systems. They put up with the 
“no smoking’ ruje, and they wait 
sometimes for hours for places at 
the tables. And they all, or nearly 
all, believe they are. going to make 
a killing. Else why play? 

Every time I visit the Casino I 
am filled with fresh wonder that 
people in their right minds can 
imagine there is money to be made 
on the tables of Monte Carlo. I 
have an old acquaintance who holds 
a high official position in Engiand. 
He has a comfortable income, two 
country houses, a yacht and motor 
cars. I can affirm that he has spent 
some part of every day for the last 
twenty years working out systems 
that he means to apply at Monte 
Carlo when he retires to’ private 
life. In him faith in Monte Carlo 
amounts to monomania.. He is per- 
fectly sane on all other subjects, yet 
he hopes some day to conquer 
roulette. Many years ago, when he 
was a young man, he won a sub- 
stantial sum at trente et quarante. 
The poison of that memory has never 
left him. 

Many of the faces to be seen 
around the tables suggest a mortu- 
ary rather than a place of amuse- 
ment. Outside, in the bright sun- 
light. amid the palms and the 
people, Monte Carlo is gay and 
guudy in a theatrical way. But 
within the portals of ‘the Casino 
-the scene changes brusquely. While 
there are well-dressed people about, 
most of the players are plainly 
garbed, and worn and weary, be- 
sides. Men or women, they are 
singularly unattractive to behold. 
They seem to have come from all 
Parts of the globe, including Ch 
and Peru. . 


Doomed to Lose 


They appear to be imcapable of 
emotion. Losing has hardened or 
stupefied them until all facial ani- 
mation has gone. They look like so 
many mummies. Sometimes one of 
them gets up and goes out of the 
building rather more quickly than 
usual, perhaps to commit suicide in 
a corner of the garden. Occasion- 
ajly a man ends his life.on the 
premises. It is disagreeable for the 
other mummies, but they soon for- 
get the incident. It is almost a part 
of the game. _ 

Middle-aged and old women are 
among the most faithful devo- 
tees of roulette. :One cannot help 
wondering where they get the money 
they bring to the Casino each day. 
They show no sign of ever having 
‘doe any work, nor have they the 
slightest resemblance to people with 
financial resources. How human 
beings of any class can be content 
to spend their lives in such an at- 
mosphere is beyond comprehension. 
They are doomed to do no good for 
themselves on the green tables, and 
they must know it.

At Monte Carlo, the punter 
is fighting a going concern, an in- 
stitution with immense capital, 
maintained with the sole object of 
defeating all comers.

I found him losing every coup like 
the veriest novice, and yet his life 
is spent in seeing people ruin them- 
selves at one of the most notorious 
gambling haunts in Paris. He was 
not playing at roulette, certainly, 
and ¥ admit that trente et quarante 
is a lesser evil. Still, for the man 
to be gambling at. all seemed curious.

An acquaintance of 
mine, a partner in one of the biggest 
international banking houses in 
Europe, a man of acumen, with the 
highest reputation in the financial 
world, is constantly drawn to the 
green tables by some occult force 
which he is unable to resist.

ULQUE, the most famous of

Camp Stools For Hire 


A thriving business is done by a 
certain enterprising cockney firm 
which lets out camp stools at so 
much an hour to pit and gallery 
“queues. There is a_ particular 
branch of the mendicant profession 
whose business it is to “‘amuse” 
these queues. They recite, sing, tell 
“fanny’’ stories, play organs, twist 
themselves into contortions, cut up 
paper ‘into pretty patterns—all before 
the eyes and ears of the helpless 
Standees; and then they pass the“hat 
around. It speaks volumes for the 
geod nature of an English gqueue 
that the profession is stili so lucra- 
tive! 

Later, in the afternoon, before an 
important first night, you may see 
dozens and dozens of messenger boys 
standing ‘in the queue (only the pit 
queue this time). People who have 
no time to stand in order to keep 
their own place, and yet want to be 
Sure of getting in, have hired the 
beys at so much an hour to hold a 
position for them.

see them arriving, post haste, hold- 
ing out little stips of paper and call- 
ing their boys’ numbers. Then they 
pay them off and take their places in 
the waiting line. 

There are little informal .“‘clubs’ 
among these first-nighters, who are 
of all classes and every size in 
pocket. Fishmongers, reeking of 
their trade, and people unmistak- 
ably of the hooligan class jostle in 
the gallery line with the most re- 
spectable folks. In the pit are the 
perfect type of the orange-eating 
cockney side by side with ladies in 
expensive furs and gentlemen of the 
“profession.’” And these people, 
whose lives never touch except for 
these few hours every first night, 
who have nothing in common but a 
love of the drama and a liking to 
be first “in the know’’ about a new 
play, become fast friends in their 
regular meetings. 

“It is one of the rules of their 
“clubs” that no member shall ab- 
sent himself or herself from any first 
night whatsoever without an ade- 
quate reason, such as fliness! Even 
when two openings occur simulta- 
neously there is a mapped-out pro- 
cedure. A “iegitimate’’ play comes 
before a musical; and there are cer- 
tain fine point of importance by 
which the members decide which of 
two dramas shall have the honor of 
their patronage! If is a reference for 
their ‘‘organization’’—these loosely 
banded clibs that meet only in the 
theatre, and in the queue outside, to 
hold meetings and discuss agenda 
(and that, of course, never before 
making a decision)—that you never 


find half ype members turning up at | 


one show and half at another. 

Any afternoon, wajking past an 
“‘opening’’ theatre, one may hear 
them ‘‘rowing’’ one of their number 
who had been absent without what 
the others think a good excuse from 
the previous ‘“‘opening.”’ * * * “‘Owt 
we ter let ‘im off—What cher 
think?”’ &c. The suspicion that a 
certain production is going to prove 
a bore is no excuse. One must at- 
tend its opening all the same! And 
the things they say about the lead- 
ing actors! No vanity could survive 
a course of listening-in to these con- 
versations outside the cheap seat 
entrances. And the things (far, far 
worse) that they say about the 
critics! ‘They know them all by 
name.

Critics in the Shade 


The poor critics! They aren’t in 
it with the discussions that take 
place over “‘last week's opening’’ in 
the pit queve. * * * And how 
the galleryites do know the entire 
career, from the time they. played 
parlor maids and ‘‘noises off,'' up- 
ward, of every member of the cast 
of every play! You will never find 
them at fault. 

The pit especially has power. 
What the pit says tonight theatre- 
going London says tomorrow! It is 
significant of the power of the pit 
that hardly two or three theatres 


from among all those that at one 
time or another have tried it have 
succeeded in adopting the American 
system of al) stalis. The Playhouse 
and the Winter Garden are the only 
two that have realty and conclusively 
| overcome the initial handicap of be- 
ing without a pit. Others have even 
had to introduce one, at great ex- 
pense, in making the extra entrances 
and exits, after being built without— 
notably the Ambaasador. 

But for all their power the pit and 
the gallery until quite lately had 
}mever abused it. They had been 
good-humored, considerate of the 
| actors’ feelings; they went to the 
theatre prepared to be amused, en- 
| tertained, thrilled, horrified or agon- 
ized as the case might be. And if it 
were humanly possible -they were 
amused, entertained, ‘thrilled, horri- 
fied or agonized! If it were not hu- 


“| fall of the final curtain. 


manly possible, they went their way 
in sorrow more than anger, ‘and. 
though they did not mince matters 
in their comments among them- 
selves, they seldom so far forgot 
themselves as to boo! 

Such an occurrence in the London 
theatre was, indeed, so rare a short 
time ago that when Laurette Taylor's 
first performance of “One Night in 
Rome” became “one night in Lon- 
don,’’ owing to an uproar on the part 
of the gallery which effectively pre- 
vented the play from proceeding (at 
any rate on that occasion), the most 
far-fetched explanations were sought 
and produced by the newspapers! It 
was hinted that the thing had been 
organized as an advertising stunt by 
the management, who felt that they 
had a bad bargain on their hands (as 
a matter of fact the play, even when 
it was eventually done some days 
later, was a failure)—it was attrib- 
uated to popular resentment of pro- 
German remarks Miss Taylor was 
alleged to have made in Engiand dur- 
ing the war. The most fantastic rea- 
sons were invented. The significant 
fact, however, is that a reason, other 
than the quality of the play, was 
thought necessary. Hooing was as 
yet an exception. 

It was still an exception about a 
year later, when a new play produced 
by Mr. Arthur Bourchier was simi- 
larly greeted—though in this case the 
demonstration was delayed till the 
It was 

quite a news item in the press, espe- 

cially as Mr. Bourchier, with his 
usual fighting spirit, stepped down to 
the footlights and lustily booed back! 
+; But now a sinister change has 
come over the first night pit and 
{ galleryite. Booing is no longer the 
exception—it is the rule. A London 
first night has become a thing of 
agony, not only to the play’s spon- 
sors and the actors (who consequent-

RANCES HODGSON BUR- 
NETT is dead. And where 
is that little boy who made 
her greatest fame as a 

writer? Little 
to grow up, because that was the 
manly thing to do. He must be at 
least 46 now and the pate that tossed 
those golden curis is bald. Or was 
he killed in the war—a hero? At 
any rate he is gone, vanished. What 
is there in his young p'ace today? 

What, in fact, is th> boy of now? 
And what would he think of little 
Fauntleroy with his litt'e red stock- 
ings and his sash? Well, very likely 
he would think about the same 
things the other little boys of 1888 
thought of his preciozs lordship. 
However, there is scop2 here for an 
opinion. The affairs of the world 
are under scrutiny as never before 
and the small boy is one of the live- 
liest of them all. What is he today, 
over and above those timeless char- 
acteristics that would cause Huck 
Finn to eye little Cain and say at 
last, “I can lick you”? 

Those two would not understand 
the extent to which the youngster in 
the story and play were foisted upon 
the real world. Even older minds 
find it harder to believe. The glis- 
tening curis make the inquiry fall 
into a third bracket. There Was 
Fauntleroy and there was his con- 
temporary who was no: Fauntleroy, 
and there is the boy of t-day. They 
make a topic that calls for a board 
of inquiry. Let us ask the spe- 
cialists. 


_ The Little Lord Himselt 


Here, to begin with, is the little 
lord himself, taken from the book 
that caused a million fond mammas 
to put red sashes on thei: youngsters 
and wait for nature to take its 
course. Worse, they swore it did. 

He possesses physical beauty, has 
carriage, is marked by poise and 
charm, is courteous always and 
neither shy nor bold; gener-sity is 
his, and strength in running races; 
he is fearless in ali things and mag- 
nanimous in victory; he is studious 
to a degree, a reader; politics inter- 
est him and he discusses them 
gravely, and he has power of ob- 
servation, as witness his deduction 
that earls (when he has seen one) 
are all right. 

Se much for him, at the age of 8 
by the book and in practice up to 12 
years, for the fond mammas did not 
choke off their baby Galahads at 
the end of the last chapter, but kept 
right on. 

Now for the real boy of 1924, as 
he is pictured by the board of in- 
quiry.

He calls things spiffy when in 
other years he would say ‘There 
are no flies on me.’’ He no longer 
wishes for another Civil War so he 
could be a drum ner boy. He listens 
to air waves instead of yelling at a 
torchlight procession, and if he 
makes an enemy he does not repent 
with the thought, ‘‘Now, that fellow 
won't vote for me when I run for! 
President.” This shadowy edge on 
the left of the picture is made up of 
little boys who have never thought 
they might be President some day, 
and who would rather be Babe Ruth 
anyway. 

He is beckoned to an undreamed 
of variety of marvels, and more and 
more they are mechanical. He still 
asks could an eagie lick a lion, but 
he wants also to know the latest 
airplane speed record. Aforetime the 
small boy at play might imitate the 
horse car or the mowing machine, or 
at best ink himself at a toy printing 
press. Now he is the familiar of 
the mysterious spirits of electricity, 
transportation, aviation, radio. Ma- 
terials are thrust at him and libraries 
of books and magazines tell him how 
to make all sorts of things. 

He reads more than ever. Not 
uncommonly, if the books are at 
hand, he has read twenty or thirty 
volumes before he is at the end of 
the second grade in school. He 
thinks Horatio Alger Jr. is an old 
prune—when he has to think about 
him at aki. Even Nick Carter pales 
beside the infinite variety of films 
and magazines, and if he has more 
serious interests he is apt to find 
fewer books forbidden to him. Books 
which his predecessor never did see 
do not cause this new boy to turn 
a hair. 

The boy of 1924 no longer hates 
Sunday school, because he coesn't 
have to go. For the same reason he 
no longer reads the books in the 
Sunday school iibrary. He is net 
immune to jazz and the restlessness 
of the world. Even when he is below 
the age of 12 he feels the effects 
indirectly. He has new substitutes 
for Jesse James as an ideal. He 
thinks in terms of speed and knows 
every make of auto so well he can 


He is more of a little man than his

The boy of 12 is a harder problem 
now than he.was twenty years ago. 
Whether for good or evil, he is 
further along the road at that .age, 
according to his opportunities and 
environment. On the other hand, he 
is easier to direct. because there are 
more ways of organizing him. 

He is more independent, or more 
Self-reliant, though if his father has 
money he is apt to demand that 
things be given him ready madé—

The spitball lingers in his favor, 
but to the pin in teacher's chair he 
adds new plagiarisms from the funny 
films.

He ‘suffers, however. from the va- 
riety of his interests. A hobby is 
outworn in six_months.

more. This streak of white in the 
composite picture is laid over, how- 
ever, with layers of biack from the 
other opinions, which say the boy 
of today, pulled every way by the 
things offered for his interest, thinks 
less deeply than the boy .of yester- 
day, just as his elders (it is said) 
think less deeply.

were boys in long curis before the 
character was invented; the book 
and its stage version popularized a 
trend. Millions of smail boys stood 
midway between Huck Finn and 
Lord Fauntleroy and suddenly they 
were herded toward the latter. A 
fairy tale. was imposed on young 
America. But it didn’t take. The 
young American lord in the book 
was, after all, an aristocrat by blood. 

Are the defects of the small boy 
of today hereditary? No. Little 
Lord Fauntleroy, even though he 
was of a sweetness and light that 
mever was on land nor sea, bred 
valor. This army of little lords had 
to lick tat other taunting army of 
Huck Finns. Fauntleroy in real life 
had to put up his dukes to save his 
face, even if it got-battered. 

Mother and environment have 
remade the youngster, but it was the 
mother alone that once put a sash 
on him so long ago. 

Something of the state of mind is 
shown in a letter, buried in old files, 
from the creator of Fauntleroy her- 
self. Some of her fervor can be 
understood; she had been criticized 
unjustly by gossipy writers. But dis- 
miss that part of it. She takes up, 
among other things, the statement 
that her younger baby son was ‘“‘a 
sturdy, rollicking chap, who fights 
his nurse, throws stones at cats and 
makes faces at little girls.” She 
writes: 


*“‘Here my maternal spirit rises. 1) 


am pleased to say my son is sturdy, 
I trust he could also be rollicking if 
it. was required of him; but he is, in 
addition, an honest little fellow, who 
never was cruel to an animal or

of the sculpture of Mestrovic. 

In the presence of any con- 

siderable quantity of his work 
one is conscious of dramatic inten- 
tion, of heightened expressiveness, of 
the pressure upon the mind of em- 
phasized significance. The sculptured 
forms are very skillfully adjusted to 
the emotional content, with strong 
contrasts and obvious but highly ef- 
fective devices to sharpen the desired 
impression. The sculptor manages 
to reproduce, in a weakened but still 
vigorous_ convention, the historic 
moment of transition from hieratic 
and symbolic Byzantine forms to the 
natural free fervor of a later age. 
He manages to. suggest emotion as 
free, though bound. It is this con- 
flict of moods in his work that causes 
it-promptly to arrest attention and 


* gwaken an enthusiasm that might 


not completely be sustained by exam- 
ination from a purely esthetic stand- 
point. 

Exhibition at Brooklyn Museum 
Wet there is no doubt. that- from, 
this standpoint, also, the work is re- 
markable and impressive. In the 
exhibition now open at the Brooklyn 


. Museum there is opportanity to ob- 


serve it upon many sides. In wood, 
stone and plaster, large rhythms and

intelligence, such as Rodin gave us 
in “The Thinker’; Michelangelo in 
every creation of his mighty brain;

‘German Klinger in his ‘turgid “‘Bee- 
thoven”—this intellectual quality is

a defect; more logically a limitation, 
a stopping this side of the far reach 
of human destiny.

.. ‘remarkable, whatever the limitation, 


to pause for a moment over the out- 
It is 
seldom important to know the artist 
behind the art, and especially in the 
case of Mestrovic the work speaks 
for itself, wears its quality upon its 
sleeve. Yet there is something upon 
which to limger in the biographical 
outline. 


A Yugoslav of Croatian parentage, 
Mestrovic spent his boyhood tending 
sheep and using the long leisure af- 
forded by this occupation to: carve 
wooden figures and achieve technical 
facility with his tool. Out in the 
open air with his silly sheep and 
freedom to think and plan and learn 
to know intimately the legends and 
ballads of his race, he came perhaps 
nearer to a personal style than at 
any later-time.. He won a local fame 
dangerous to youth. His father wise- 
ly put him under the teaching of a 
mason. Then he went to Vienna and 
was instructed in art. 

Not for nothing did he come under 
the influence of the Austrian mas- 
ter, Franz Metzner. In his most im- 
posing works may still be seen remi- 
niscences of Metzner’s simplifica- 
tions. Close. wrappings of drapery, 
the smooth surfaces interrupted only 
by scant rhythmical folds, heads 
posed abnormally upon necks bent 

Imost to the shoulder or sunk deep 
on the breast; forms elongated, high- 
nosed profiles—these appear in the 
works of both the older and younger. 

He learned, however, lessons of 
universal importance, the discipline 
of obeying one’s material, the har- 
monious combination of. clearly de- 
fined animated detail with obscure 
mysterious mass, the power to hold 
with the leash of sculptural restraint 
teeming fancies of literary and his- 
toric origin. And through whatever 
experiences that came to him of 
artistic and ethical importance, he 
kept his young intensity, the sharp- 
est of forged weapons with which to 
pierce the armor that protects us 
from undue enthusiasms. 

The degree of his intensity, meas- 
ured by the profound effect his work 
has upon the minds of sensitive and 
receptive observers, is the more ex- 
traordinary in that he has neither 
transferred his emotional message 
with primitive directness nor yet en- 
riched it with -varied repetition. 
That he is not developed to the. point 
of first pruning his style: to basic 
rhythms and then complicating these 
with a variety of secondary rhythms 
in the manner of the greatest mas- 
ters in any art, nor is he primitive in 
the sense of wishing only to make 
himself understood itn a universal

The Holy Women form a group 
dominated by a special type, a type 
in which robust classicism is mingled 
with the slightly plaintive, slightly 
anxious tenuousness of modern 
times. A Madonna and Child, carved 
in wood, drapery falling in shallow 
scant folds over arms and above the 
knees, elsewhere pressing the thick 
weighty form as a flower sheathes its 
swelling bud, legs crossed, arms held 
close to the sides, the Child seated 
in the hollow of the mother’s arms, 
upright against her breast, both 
hands raised; the features of both 
mother and Child elongated, austere 


head of the mother coifed with a 
nun-like cap covering the chin with 
its fine plaitings. The pedestal is 
rough with deep gougings of the tool.

Another. figure of a wonian seated,

® great tablet of unbroken surface 
save for two or thrée long folds 
across the top and bettom; the 
shoulders and head rising massive 
and compact above this unified sur- 
face, the arms crossed below the 
deep chest, a hand lifted to rest 
against the shoulder, 

These and other groups and single 
figures show, with whatever other 
characteristics, compositiona! 
breadth. -The large handling of the 
forms ech the spaciousn: of the 
shapes into which the principal fea- 
tures of the composition are fitted. 
With an geometry of 
silhouette there is also inexhaustible 
reference to life. The continual rur- 
Prise of life appears in each ex- 
ample, however architecturally its 
general design is planned. This is 
one of the chief merits of the work 
as a whole. 

It ia interesting to leave the gen- 
eral design to observe some of the 
means by which the sculptor im- 
Presses upon us the vitality of his 
creations. 3 

He treats with respect all details 
that are significant. His definition 
of fingers, knee joints and toes is 
searching and ciear. In modeling 
the fingers of his subjects he greets 
them as welcome expressions of indi- 
viduality. In the plaster figure of 
an old man writing almost a biog- 
raphy is in the stiffly held stylus 
and clumsy outthrust finger. 

In the portrait of the scuiptor’s 
wife, arms akimbo, hand on hip. 
how rich in character are the wide- 
spread fingers and the curving 
thumb! A nude, one of the rare 
nudes- in the exhibition, green 
bronze, the hands clasped in the lap. 
is a particularly striking examp'e of 
individuality in the shape and mod- 
eling in the fingers, also of the 
strong muscular feet. In all the 
groups such. detail as may be ad- 
mitted is of this eloquent character, 
the outcome of keen observation 
of nature and fortifying the design 
by playing into its rhythmic move- 
ment of line. As an exumple of this 
sublimated naturalism observe the 
figure of a knight, Crusader per- 
haps, with his thonged bottle and 
his dog at his fect, the dog turning 
to lick his master’s leg with ‘a long 
curling caressing tongue. the tendril 
of the tongue repeating the longer 
curve of the tail and that of the 
bottle. 





‘Where Mestrovic Excels 


It isin his sculptural, not in his 
emotional, quality that Mestrovic 
excels his contemporaries. if he is 
carving a panel that should serve 
architecture as a flat surface, the 
surface is one great plane from 
‘which the tool.-works inward. If he 
works with wood he seems actually 
to command the grain and texture 
to support his design. If rough or 
smooth stone is his medium he is 
completely at one with its require- 
ments.

UTUMN means so many differ- 
ent things. To men it- means 
brisk business days: to wo- 
men it means Fall clothes; 
to children it means schooi: to 
cities. it ‘means that the Summer 
population leaves and the real city 


it means apples and harvest; and to 
the great area of Southern States it 
™Mmeans cotton pickin’ time. You 
must not say the participle as if it 
had a ‘‘g”" on the end of it; that 
Just isn’t done. Perhaps because 
the word ‘‘cotton’”’. has a comfort- 
able final syllable it is-impossibie to 
trip one’s tongue and. temperament 
over the accompanying word: It is 
pickin’, and no amount of persuasion 
or spelling will ever be able to 
change it. 

People who are not indigenous to 
cotton counties are seldom there at 
this season, because it must be ad- 
mitted that it is very hot—much too 
hot to be enjoyed by those who are 
not interested in _the proceedings. 
But now and then some one who 
would be called a ‘‘furriner’’ in the 
mountain country is med in 
Mississippi, for instance. the Fall 
and learns many things. 

There comes a day when the fields 
seem almost snowy white; gone are 
the pink and red blossoms which 
mark the end of the flowering days. 
Cotton blooms are white when they 
first come out, but in the second day 
of their life they turn pink, and then 
red, and in a few days more’ they 
shrivel and drop off. They grow 
very much like hollyhocks, only not 
so close to the stem, and they bloom 
one after another, slowly creeping 
upward until the last flower tips the 
shrub. When the flower falls off 
the real cotton forms in the calyx, 
just as an apple does ona tree. And 
on that day in the Fall when the 
plants are thickly loaded with white 
cotton, bursting out of the brown 
bolis, the word goes around that to- 
morrow the pickin’ will begin. 


They Are Eager to Glean 


The South relies on the negroes for 
labor, and they are usually ready 
and eager to pick the crop. Every- 
body in the family except those that 
can’t reach the plants—in a good 
stand they grow almost six feet high 
—everybody works in the field that 
day, and for many days to come. 
Phoebe spilis Li’] William and Maude 
Delia and Henry and Nicodemus and 
Vi'let out of their sleeping quarters 
with small ceremony, and they join 


























the other families that are trooping 
to thé field in the early sunlight and 
dew—barefooted, tight-hearted, sing- 
ing as they go. Down the sandy 
road, by a fence that is almost buried 
in big orange “‘trumpet flowers’’ and 
blackberry bushes, past a field or so 
that is not yet ready for the pick- 
ers, and up to the place where the 
sacks are being given out. There 
each arms himself with a great bur- 
tap bag, and then they are off. 

As you watch the “hands’’ go 
down the rows you marvel at their 
swiftness. It becomes a’ sort of 
competition. Not only do they get 
paid in proportion to the amount of 
cotton they pick, but they grow in 
importance among the other negroes 
when they are especially good at it. 
They have a keen sense of dramatic 
values and love above all things to 
be known for some particular ability 
or peculiarity; it is more than prob- 
able that a fondness for outdoing the 
others is as much of a spur as the 
scale of wages. The average good 
picker brings in about 125 pounds a 
day; an expert hand can sometimes 
pick as much as 300. - Of course in 


athe days when the negroes belonged 


to the planters they were valued 
largely by their ability and achieve- 
ments at cotton pickin’ time. 

At noon evéry one ‘*knocks off’ 
for dinner. Then they hunt shade 
somewhere and eat and sleep or brag 
of their prowess and tell of other 
years: Never failing topics of in- 
terest are the tales of disasters to 
the crop—boil weevil, levee broken, 
rain, any such situation. Mississip-

suitable in’ climate and soil for rais- 
ing this crop, has always to fear the 
river, which may overflow and ruin 
a whole plantation. Yet the lands 
along the rivér are the most fertile, 
of course. Texas, on the other hand, 
has always to fear a prolonged 
drought. The boll weevil, destruc- 
tive little worm that has cost the 
South millions, is likely to attack 
anywhere. As a crop, cotton is about 
as much trouble as, if not more than, | 
any other. A rainy Summer is most 
disastrous. too; if water gets within 
the petals of the great creamy 
flower no cotton grows from that 
calyx—the moisture destroys the 
germ. 


Steadily Down the Rows 


Then throughout the tong, long 
afternoon, when the heat sizzles in 
the atmosphere and you lie on the 
porch keeping as quiet and cool as 
you can, the pickers go steadily 
down the rows, shoving before them 
thie great sacks, now beginning to 
show signs of having something in 
them. You wonder how in the world 
the negroes can endure the broiling 
sun. Your hostess explains that they 
are used to it, that they even like it. 
Recollections of early history come 
back in fragmentary heated para- 
graphs: **‘When the Africans were 
first brought to this country they 
were taken to New Engiand, but 
the climate was too rigorous and 
many of them died. After that all 
such slaves were brought to the 
South, where the climate, though not 
so hot as the tropics to which they | 
were accustomed, was still mild 
enough for them to maintain lite.” | 

**Euphemia,”’ says your hostess to 
a small colored girl who is bringing 
iced drinks to your elbow, “go down 
yonder in the field and tell Nico- 
demus to conre up here a minute and 
bring his sack and a stalk of the 
plant.*"

;out of the corners of their eyes. He! 
| has lint sticking to his blue denim 
| “overalls’’ and adhering now -and 
then to his kinky head. His sack is 
slowly being filled with the big 
puffy wads of raw cotton. When 
; you pick one up you can feel the 
| seed, but hardly can see it—so care- 
fully is it buried in its white protec- 
tion. He is dismissed briefly. with 
a piece of cake for his pains, and 
returns to his work. 

Taking up the staik of the piant, 
the lady of the. plantation told of 
some of its uses and peculiarities. 

“The pliant has a great many 
other uses besides just furnishing 
cotton for cloth, you know, The ne- 
groes brew a medicine from the root 
and declare it is a sure remedy for 
dropsy; the bark is like jute, ane 
can he used to make bagging, if 
ever we are put to it. Inside the 
staple—that is, the cotton—are the 
seeds, and they are used for a great 
many things, from fertilizer to salad 
oil; after the seed is crushed the 
residue is called ‘oil cake’ and is 
good for stock." She pulled off one 
of the big squarish leaves and looked 
at it closely for a minute, then held 
it out to me. 


All Hands Gather Round 


“Do you see that tiny dark spot 
there? The darkies say that is the 
heart of the leaf and that if you 
squeeze the one drop of red fluid out 
of that spot you have killed it. Sure 
enough, the leaf does shrivel if you 
destroy it. It is on every leaf, about 
an inch up the stem of a mature 
one."’ 

‘When the time comes to stop work 
ali the hands gather around the 
scales to have their cotton weighed 
and to be paid. In the years before 
the war 60. or 70 cents per 100 
pounds was the average wage, but 
since then, like all labor, the cost 
of: getting the crop picked has’ 
gone up. 

In straggling groups they go home, 
chanting some endless, harmonious 
spiritual that floats back over the 
fields to the ‘‘big house.’’

it is doubtful if Count Boni’s de- 
scriptions are entirely reliable. Yet 
the avenue took a notable part in 
this greatest show of. horse flesh at 
Madison Square Garden. Those 
were in the days when the New 
York Coaching Club pranced its 
theroughbreds up the avenue, with 
millionaire drivers on the box han- 
dling dexterous whips. This club 
was a survival of the club that used 
to vace its horses in front of the 
old Croton Reservoir at Forty-second 
Street and Fifth Avenue and at a 
later date spin up Harlem Lane and 
out Jerome Parkway. 

Then Central Park was the ter- 
minus for leisurely drivers, and every 
afternoon glistening victorias and 
smart two-wheeled carts rolled slow- 
ly around the drives. So punctual 
were uenters of this fashionable 
rendezvous that if Mrs. Jones did 
not appear behind her pair of grays 
at exactiy 3:10 of a sunny after- 
noon, the friends of Mrs. Jones 
would become uneasy, knowing tliat 
enty a calamity of serioug import 
would keep the lady from her daily 
drive. Thus were formed the habits 
ef an éarlier generation which today 
marvels at the informality of a later 
Seneration it can hardly understand. 

Just before the avenue saw the 
first automobile, along came the 
bicycle,. bringing in the divided skirt, 
which ladies ‘of the avenue and 
others snapped with enthusiasm 
reund slender waists. For eighteen 
inches was still the span of the fash- 
ionable waist. They “‘safety bike’’ 
along East River and the remoter 
nooks and corners of Central and 
Van Cortlandt Parks. The avenue 
sometimes got away from. the 
avenue. 

But today it is possible to get away 
from the avenue on the avenue, for 
where-once walked Lillian Russell 
and other stage beauties in leg-o- 
mutton sleeves and broad-rimmed 
feathered hats, now wa'‘k tens of 
thousands of newcomers with dusky 
skins and polyglot tongues. 

[t is not that the avenue has trans- 
ferred its allegiance, so much as 
that the objects of its allegiance have 
one by one proved deserters. Where 
is the old Fifth Avenue Hotel, cele- 
brated for its hot Virginia ham, its 
rare port wine and its whispering 
““Amen’’ corner? Where is the Hol- 
land House, favored by the ‘‘horszey’’ 
in the paimy days of Madison Square 
Garden? A many-storied business 
block with swiftly running elevators 
and myriads of electric lights (where 
onee wax candies flickered) has re- 
placed the first hotel, while the sec- 
ond has changed both its facade and 
its character with the advent of en- 
cfoaching big business along the 
vity’s greatest street. 

A new century dawned on a Fifth 
Avenue, apparently preparing for 
greater events than any the old cen- 
tury -had seen. More room was 

~peeded, and was provided amid much 
bickering. Cobblestones went out 
with the horse-drawn bus that used 
to lumber up Murray Hill, the leader 
horse always a little winded, and 
asphait came in. Front stoops were 
shaved off brownstone fronts. Bank 
vaults under sidewalks were moved 
back at great expense to make way 
for a more imposing boulevard. But 
expense did not matter to an avenue 
uspiring to world greatness. 

Thus we came to the avenue of to- 
day—-to its jewelry shops with the 
biggest emeralds in the world; to its 
fur shops with ermine too dear for a 
king; to its art galleries with the 
cream of European collections. What 
would that farmef say who, a hun- 
dred years ago, picketed his cow in 
the quiet grazing plot on the avenue 
near Fourteenth Street? What would 
that grandmother of the thirties, ab- 
sorbed in her knitting, say to the 


..twentieth century grandmother ab- 


sorbed in her fox-trotting tea dances 
“and her bridge scores? What would 
the old captains of industry say to 
the new captains of finance, who 


| talk in hundreds of millions instead 
, Of tens and are- planning a new fi- 
nancial centre where those older men 
drove in their broughams? In the 
region immediately south of Forty- 
second Street, $5,000,000 has been 
spent on buildings in the last few 
years, and twice as much in the 
Stretch between Forty-second and 
Fiftieth Streets. And yet the ave- 
nue casts ambitious eyes northward 
and dreams of new conquests. 


Lord of the Avenue 


Old landmarks in the Fifties are 
coming down to make way for new 
business blocks, as did those old 
landmarks in the Thirties two dec- 
ades ago. Some of the marble pal- 
aces have been sold for apartment 
sites, others for banks. Old resi- 
dents are giving up family homes 
because taxes are growing too heavy 
for the average income—not selling 
them, but renting them on lease- 
hold; for what prophet can deter- 
mine the price of future Fifth Ave- 
nue lots? 

Solid old estates like the Phipps’s 
and the Columbia College leasehold 
which owns so much of the land in 
the immediate vicinity of the origi- 
nal site of King’s College, in the 





ty-nine-yéar leases to ambitious 
firms and far-seeing banks. Here 
today 10,000 persons pass where ten 
used to be a crowd. Here today silk 
stockings. and Oriental rugs are 
housed where once dwelt a Mayor's 
daughter, long ago married to a 
European title. Bob-haired stenog- 
raphers scamper where pampered 
heiresses once strolled. 

The avenue of grace and leisure 
has been transformed into the ave- 
nue of bustle and livelihood; and old- 
timers are hurrying north, like fugi- 
tives before a rising tide, to find in 
the upper reaches of the classic 
thoroughfare a house whose note- 
paper will not have to change. A 
perusal of succeeding social registers 
bears witness that with many of the 
fortune-favored Knickerbocker fami- 
lies the number only on‘their address 
piate changes through the decades. 
Three hundred Fifth Avenue gives 
way to 500, and again to 800 or 900 
along the park. 

It is the park that saves Fifth 
Avenue. Shops, say city planning 
experts, never pursue a single-sided 
street, and there are no shops be- 
yond the Plaza Circle. Here, en- 
seenced in almost suburban serenity. 
seme of the *‘400” of MeAllister’s 
day have taken root. Taken root 
with their clubs, their palaces and 
their art galleries. A few have built 
low-spreading houses im defiance of 
high taxes and commercial greed. 

On Carnegie Hill, now Ninety-first 
Street, are the two lots once spurned 
by a cigar dealer who, when the lots 
were offered to him in exchange for 
3,000 5-cent cigars, replied: that. he 
““could sell his cigars.”

“Andy” pitched his tent; fields today 
worth a small fortune for every 
front foot. : 

So the avenue of today has come 
down through its ten decades, pass- 
ing from the avenue of the simple 
1830's to the avenue of the extrava- 
gant 1880's and then, when the ban- 
ners of all nations unfurled their 
gorgeous colors along its seven-mile

would Grop his voice and actually 
prevent his words reaching the pub- 
lic, and if asked for an interview, an 
opinion, or even a word of advice, he 
would usually intimate to the scribe 
that no appointment was possible.

And great Liberals like 
Gladstone and tJoyd George and 
Chamberlain in his early years have 
always been careful to keep the 
newspapers well supplied with 
“‘copy.’’ Gladstone might retire into 
his library—his ‘‘temple of peace’’— 
at Hawarden, but he did not only 
study “‘the impregnable rock of Holy 
Beripture.*’ He also wrote innu- 
merable postcards to admirers. And 
the library was continuously under 
the camera with the great man 
absorbed therein, but none the less 
picturesque on that account. His 
far-famed concentration of mind, so 
far from isolating him as a recluse, 
became a well-advertised idiosyn- 
crasy, like Uncle Joe Cannon’s cigar, 
Baldwin's briar pipe or Lord Pal- 
merston's alleged wisp of.straw be- 
tween the lips. 

Asquith and Balfour could not 
deny the growing power of the 
press. Put they despised or pro- 
fessed to despise the newspapers ai 
any rate of their own country. Lord 
Salisbury would say that The Daily 
Mail of Lord Northcliffe was written 
by office boys for office boys. And 
Balfour claimed that he ‘‘never read 
the newspapers.’’ The nation took 
a different view. For Northcliffe, 
Rothermere .and Beaverbrook there 
might be no great persona! affection 
on the part of the masses, but these 
men symbolized, none the less, the 
right of-the- people to-know;-rapidly

and completely. what is done in their 
nRame. 


Of Asquith and Balfour, there is 
a sense in which they are too good 
for politics. They are the statesmen 
whom Speaker Reed described as 
‘politicians spoilt."" Like Aristides, 
they are excited because Athens is 
tired of hearing them called ‘‘the 
just.’" But it will be for the new 
statesmanship to show that it can 
be as efficient as the old. Say what 
we will about the scholars of the 
past, they were often fine execu- 
tives. 

If, then, these men did not seek 
applause, it was because their work 
was, to them, its own reward. 
What they liked was the regular 
flow of dispatch boxes, the easy 
routine of a practiced Cabinet, the 
daily exhilaration of debate on a small 
familiar stage where Mr. Speaker 
presides and the rules are observed. 
Anything beyond this was waste of 
time or, as Asquith once put it, 
“‘bustie, not business."’ With such 
an ideal of administration, the sen- 
sational press had no sympathy. 
Method does not lend itself to stunts 
ahd, when Asquith merely did his 
day’s work without fuss or noise, 
People assumed that he was losing 
the war. There is, to this day, no 
evidence that the war got on any 
better when he had left than it did 
while he was at the helm, but he 
lacked Lioyd George’s flair—he 
failed in propaganda—he could not 
sign his name, as did Napoleon, 
Dickens and Queen Elizabeth, with 
@ flourish. And so, the Unknown 
Statesman, he fell. We shall now 
see what improvements are to be ef- 
fected by ‘“‘business men.’’

To the Dramatte Editor; 

An exfensive tour of a number. of the 
Buropean countries, including England, 
France, Germany, Italy, Austria, 
Czechoslovakia, Holland and Switzer- 
land, has firmly convinced me of what I 
have long actually been cognizant. That 
is, that our American theatre ranks de- 
cidedly above any that'I had the inter- 
esting occasion to study. Whether this is 
aue {n part or in full to the’ fact that we 
have what the others lack ‘(the all-im- 
portant dollars and cents) or whether 
we are maintained and enriched by an, 
ambition, backed by healthy optimism, 
and: a wealth of talent, supported 
youth, remaing a subject for discussion 
among the analytical, who, come what 
may, will have an explicit ‘reason for 
every effect. 


At the Max Reinhardt theatre, @here 
I saw “Anna Christie” played with only 
@ casual amount of the necessary fire 
and pace, I watched a postman in the 
first act deliver a letter at the saloon on/ 
the New York riverfront in an Austrian 


4 postman’s uniform. In England, where 


their theatre is much like ours, yet still 
separate enough to allow for study, I 
have witnessed a number of their best 
players turn their backs again and again 
on the characters to whom they are sup- 
posed to be speaking and address their 
witticisms to the audience. In France 
they continue to commit the unfor- 
givable: sin of ranting, and that always 
without the lyric quality and the vocal 
supremacy which made us forgive it in 
Bernhardt.

The musical examples in this volume 
are admirably selected. They illus- 
trate concisely but. adequately the 
subjects. The essentials: of -musical 
structure and basic musical rhythms 
found in folksong are shown as elab- 
orated in the art. song, through ‘‘the 
ideal of characterization.’’ There is a 
refreshing freedom from conventional 
worship in the analysis of Schubert's 
greatnesses and faults as a song writer: 

Mr. Mason then considers opera and 
oratorio. ‘‘Musical art, growing up 
like most of the other arts under ec- 
clesiastical protection, was obliged, like 
them, to throw off when it approached 
maturity the very authority that had 
guarded its childhood and to assert its 


right to a freer and broader life in| 


* * 


the great world. * Just as 
what strikes any one with the modern 
point of view is its (early) insistence 
on a medieval, ascetic ideal, express- 
ing itself in negatives (‘impersonal,’ 
‘free from passion,’ ‘retreat where 
no echoes of the world reverberate,’ 
removed from pfofane suggestion,’ 
‘pure from every trace of struggle’), 
so the impression one gets in listening 
to Lassus’s ‘Hear My. Prayer, O 
Lord,’ or Palestrina’s ‘Popule Meus,’ 
after the ‘Volga Boatmen's Song’ 
even, and still more after any lively 
Italian or French folksong, is like 
that of passing from full Mediterra- 
nean sunlight into the dim and in- 
cense-laden air of a cathedral. Beau- 
tiful as it is, it is a little inhuman, 
or perhaps superhuman. Even the 
methods by which it gets its charac- 


teristic effects are best described in 


negative terms.’’ 

Of the small and earlier forms of 
piano music: ‘‘Nothing is more fas- 
cinating in the story of musical art 
than to trace how gradually and by 
what halting and timid adventures 
new methods and styles grow out of 
older ones—-how slow and tentative the 
natural conservatism of the human 
mind makes all progress. Mr. H. G, 
Wells has shown im an ingenious pas- 
sage how this works out in prac- 
tical affairs; how tne earliest railway 
trains were modeled closely on the 
stage coaches they displaced, and how 
today .even our. luxurious {parlor 
cars’ are limited by the narréwness 
they inherit from the oxcarts from 
which they evolved. In the seven-

teenth century, the century in which 
the art was venturing forth from the 
Church where its childhood had been 
passed and establishing itself in the 
opera house, the concert hall and jhe 
drawing room, this slowness of change 
of type is particularly evident. We 
have already seen that. the early 
operas departed little fram the ways 
of church music, retaining for a long 
time, for. example, the old ‘modes’ 
which eventually had to be discarded 





in favor of our modern major and 
minor scales, better eulted to har- 


mony. In the same way instrumental 
music, one of the greatest achieve- 
ments of the seventeenth century, 
bégan as a meré adaptation of choral 
music, and only very gradually, as its 
writers found out what changes wete 
necessary or natural when it was to 
be played rather than sung, evolved a 
style of its own.’ 

Mr, Mason proceeds in the’ same 
suggestive manner throueh the sub- 
jects of chamber music.and sympuony, 
including a brief but well-considered 








summary of the evolution of the or- 


chestra. His fllustrations include ex- 
cerpts from classic symphonies ,and 
from moderns, among -them “Debussy, 
Franck, Richard Strauss and Vincent 
d’Indy. In a smal] volume of convé- 
nient’ size, as he acknowledges, he can 
only: touch upon the most ‘salient fea- 
tures \of his subject. There are not 
Many volumes in which so much that 
is informative and stimulating is said 
with such simple brevity.

Music and the Ballet—More Views on Both Sides 


To thé Editor of The New York Times: 

In answer to Mr. Urban, whose letter 
of protest against the ballet you have 
published in your columns, will you 
permit me to say something on both 
sides of the question? 

I heartily agree that Paviowa and. the 
classic ballet of the toé-dancing tradi- 
tion ‘have done little or nothing. for 
music, Their stereotyped technique 
takes account of @nly the basic timé in 
which the music is -written (as for ex- 
ample we all have suffered under the 
type of Russian ballet choreography 
which, permits acrobatic whirls, ending 
fin arabesque and back-bend positions 
perfortiied while the orchestra is play- 
ing .a Chopin “Nocturne’). ‘Paviowa 
and the Russian school play music box 
tunes. within one limited octave, upon 
the most infinite ‘of all musical instru- 
ments—the human body. 

I also agree that for Isadora Duncan 
to say that she is “interpreting” a 
Beethoven ‘symphony is rank nonSense. 
Howevér, Isadora was a genius and a 


forerunner in this renaissance of the 


art of the dance, and what she claimed 
was that the dignity of the dance, and 
the bigness of what was in her to ex- 
press, demanded the audible accompani- 
ment of the very greatest. and finest 
music known, What she danced was 
her emotional reaction to that music, 
which. truly-to the ‘musicilan—added 
nothing to the music in any way. 
However, I would recommend Mr. 
Urban to read Havelock Ellis’s ‘*’The 
Dance of Life’ in order that he might 
have his concept of the art of dancing 
broadened and clarified. The dance is 
the parent'of all the arts, including mu- 
sic, and as such is both complete and 
independent in itself, It makes music—

The. workér thinks of 
the ‘employer as a ‘bloated capitalist,’ 
and the employer may be thinking of 
thé worker as a Bolshevik, and then, of 
course, it is impossible for them to un- 
derstand one another or agree with one 
another.

f\N a busy day in the first week: of 
Q September of this year—in fact,' on 
the eventful Saturday of the open- 
ing week of the Assembly—Premigrs 
MacDonald and Herriot gave audientes 
to ‘a. group of_young men and .women 
who.were just about the most unimpor- 
tant persons in' all Geneva at that time. 
Both the Prime Ministers were whipping: 
j into. shape their final. addresses to be 
made before the League Assembly that 
afternoon. Nobody could see them; it 
was out of: the question. Why, then, 
were these young people, mere boys and 
‘girls, admitted to-the- presence of the 
leading statesmen of Great Britain and.

Pedération for the League of Nations.

Historians of thé Fifth Assembly of 
the League at Geneva may neglect to 
note that at this time was held the first 
Congress of the International University 
Federation for the League of Nations.

Busy. Premiers Address Young People at First Annual 
Meeting of International University Federation 
—United States Represented 


problems. At the final meeting of the 
Assembly it was definitely decided .to 
hold another federation congress at 
Geneva néxt Fall. The federation: hopes 
to. schedule these annual conferences 
just before or during the period ‘the 
Leagué Assembly is-in session, in order 


that the students: may: hear about the 
League from the experts and delegates 
present in Geneva.and study the inner 


workings of the League at first hand. 


A popular feature of the program was 


the lecture given by Professor Zimmern 


early. every morning during the entire 
course of the Assembly. Professor Zim- 


mern, formerly of Oxford and the Uni- 


versity of Wales, outlined in these short 
talks the daily work of the Assembly 


and its committees. 
American representatives at the con- 


gress discovered that these students of 
many nations often displayed the same 
sort of. antagonisms that have been in 


the past the bane of the elder statesmen 


of Europe. At one meeting, when a 
crucial point was being discussed and 


hational feeling was running high, es- 
pecially between England and France, 
the American representatives came to 


the fore and proposed a compromise 
After a conciliatory speech or 


two, the new suggestion was accepted 
by the other countries. 
Overcoming Prejudices. 

If the members of the federation some- 
times allowed the old feelings ‘to in- 
fluence them, they also showed the same 
deep desire to mount. above national 
Prejudice and ‘egotism that has lately 
been typical of all the great leaders of 
Europe and of men beyond the bounds 
of Europe. Nowhere was this more plain 
than in the relation of the French and 
German groups to each other. On both 
sides’ a conciliatory attitude was main- 
tained throughout. 

Two evenings were given over to hear- 
ing speeches by prominent Germans. 
In addition, the French and. German 
students held a debate in which they 
attempted to give the point of view of 
their respective Governments and to 
thrash out frankly the misunderstand- 


ings that have arisen between .the two. 


nations since the war. ; 

The federation did not Mmft itself to 
lectures and discussions.. Recognising 
that the best way for students to come 
to know and like each other is-through 
the natural social contacts, the Bxeou- 
tive Committee arranged: activities of a 
purely social kind. Teas, dances and 
outings took place, the Swiss delegation 
being more than cried ae in: its 
hospitality. ’

UNIVERSITY, at Nashville, 
is holding its annual Jubilee 

and Founders’ Day celébration this 
week. The college opened in 1865 in an 





Union soldiers. The first students were 
emancipated slaves. Today half.a dozen 
modern buildings have replated the one 
board structure of pionéér days, ariong 
them Jubilee Hall, an imposing monu- 
ment to the suécess of the original 
Jubilee.

TRUSTEES VS. TEACHERS

REQUENT is the remark and in- 
sistent the belief in all parts of 
the country that colleges are 
dominated by the rich. Lower 
Broadway, it is said, controls 

University Heights. The dollar sign, it 
is declared, is more important in aca- 
demic annals than fhe trigonometric for- 
miula, and the bank balance than the 
balances of the physics laboratory. The 
Loard® of trustees, it is affirmed, rules 
the faculty, And the ‘Hich men of the 
board rule their fellow-members.’ The 
atialogy is found in the newspaper, ‘in 
which it is charged that the business 
office usurps the functions of the edi-| 
torial rooms. 

The foundation for these charges, at 
least in part, lies in the fact that rich 
men are found as members of the boards 
of trustees of the Yolleges. These rich 
men, too, are not infrequently the most 
conspicuous members. -If one turns to 
the list of the members of the boards of 
either the old historic or the newer col- 
leges, examples can be found on which 
these conclusions are based. 

A similar condition is also found 
among among the trustees of the great 
philanthropic and academic foundations. 
The half dozen of these foundations, 
which are the more conspicuous, bear 
the name of either Rookefeller or Car- 
negie. These foundations hold intimate 
relations with many colleges and sup- 
Port many causes with which colleges 
are intimately associated. Hence arises, 
inevitably, the belief that these founda- 
tions are foundations laid by the rich. 
But it may be at once added that the 
administration of these trusts, holding 
hundreds of millions of dollars, is given, 
not to rich men, but to scholars\ If 
Mr. Rockefeller founded and endowed 
the General Education Board and other 
similar corporations, he has called ‘to 
be the administrators of the endowment 
men who are not rich. He has called 
scholars, publicists, philanthropists. If 
Mr. Carnegie endowed the Foundation 
for the Advancement of Teaching, he 
chose for its administration largely col- 
lege presidents. 

There are, as I have said, rich men—' 
anu some of them very rich—sitting on 
the boards of trustees of Americah 
colleges and universities. Why should‘ 
they be there? This is the central ques- 
tion, and one which demands an answer) 
To that question I wis to make a four- 
fold reply. 

The first reply is that rich men, as a 
class, are good judges of ‘financial 
values. If they were poor judges, they 
would not have become rich men, or, if 
they had been rich once, they would 
not have stayed so. For riches have a 

way, unless. properly chained, of flying. 
away. Riches, like a growing boy,ede- 
mand constant, discriminating attention, 
and a firm forcefulness. Now, the col- 
lege has, and must have, an endowment. 
The endowment signifies proper invest- 
ment. To determine the form of invest- 
mexit which endowment should have is 
a constant, delicate and most. difficult 
task. The investment of ‘such trust 
tu requires all the best. qualities 
which are supposed to be possessed by 
the directors of a savings bank or by 
rich men who nave their own fortunes. to 
preserve or increase. Therefore, 
cure proper revenues from the Srooar 
investment of the endowment, it is fit- 
ting. for rich men to ‘be found on college 
boards.” 


Bich Neither Worse Nor Better. 
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A second answer lies in the fact that 
rich men are. able to contribute “tothe 
‘fands of the college. ‘ The college de- 
‘mands, and can well use, great revenues. 
Such: revenues should be derived both 
from a large number of small givers 
and. trom a small. number” of large | 


board; knowing the néeds of a college, 
alert to jts ‘necessary economies—et- 
ficient . economies indeed—touched with 
a visiog of the. deep and enduring use-| 
fulness of a college, may reasonably be

A third. answer is a negative one—one 
that possibly does not give a reason at 
all, but points out a condition. The 
fact is tuat, as a class, the body of 
rich men contains as many morally good 
members and upright citizens as are 
found in a college or*similar body of 
poor men. - Neither riches nor poverty, 
as such, makes either good men or bad, 
any mofe than riches or poverty makes 
happiness. It would be absurd, of 
course, to say, as some indeed do say, 
that all rich men are scoundrels or that 
only scoundrets can become rich. Sdime 
rich men are, indeed, scoundrels, and 
some® scoundrels are rich men, but not 
for long, in either case. Rich men are, 
as a class, honest, just as honest—anad 
this is the point—as poor men. They 
should stand an even chance with all 
other candidates with respect to becom- 
ing members, or serving as members, 
of dcademic boards of trust. 

The fourth reply, and the last-I shall 
give as a reason for the presence of 
rich men on college boards, is that rich 
men, a body, command the respect 
of their fellow members of the com- 
munity. Of course, there are excep- 
tions,, but the remark ‘as applied to the 
class is true. Now, such respect is a 
precious asset of the college. Such 
respect makes thé office of the professor 
more commanding. Such respect helps 
to win students. Such repect serves 
to ‘draw forth gifts and helps to write 
favoring bequests. 

To the acknowledged fact of the 
membershin of rich men on academic 
boards, and to the four-fold interpreta- 
tion of the reason for such membership, 
I wish to add a statement yet more im- 
portant. Rich men, as a class, do not 
seek to dominate the affairs of the col- 
leges of which they are trustees. Of 
course, exceptions are to be found.. But 
I do wish to make this statement gen- 
eral and firm, after déaling with hun- 
dreds of trustees for a generation, and 
after an acquaintance with the trustees 
of hundreds. of colleges and universities. 

In the first place rich men do not seek 
to usurp the functions of the body of 
trustees of which they are members. 
They know they are equals in a com- 
pany of equals. Their judgments are to 
be taken for what their judgments are 
worth—neither more nor less. If they 
are financiers, their ‘opinions: count 
especially on matters financial. If they 
are manufacturers, their opinions count 
especially in certain public relations of 
the college.. If they are lawyers, their 
opinions count especially in certain con- 
stitutional or legal relationships. Riches 
as riches do not count:. Monéy does not, 
in this case, talk. 2 


Wanted Tariff Boomed. 

Furthermore, rich men do not seek to 
dominate the opinions nor the teachings 
of the members of the Faculty. They 
know, these rich men, that they are not 
scholars, and they know, therefore, that 
hthey should not meddle in affairs schol- 
arly or scholastic. Each to his own is 
There is an excep- 
tion of which I have heard, but in which 
I had no official or personal part. It 
refers to an instance’ in which a man of. 
presQmed riches sought to regulate, or t6 
direct, the teaching of a professor of the 
college of which he was a trustee in 
respect to the- critical subject .of eco- 
nomics. ‘The frustee believed ‘that the 
value of the protective tariff was not 
properly emphasized in the classroom. 
He therefore wished to intimate. to the 
free-trade professor that more. attention 
should be. pald—and perhaps ih’ rather 
an. insistent. way—to ‘the worth of the 
protective tariff American interests. 
But this attempt ofthe single member of 
the board was presently: silenced by his 
associate members; and, be it added, not 
a few of these associlaté members were 
engaged in the protected tron and satogs-

“The ingtruction to be given by the 
holder of the professorship shall always 
include lectures on the Anglo-Saxon 
ideals of the true principles of constitu- 
tional freedom, including the right of 
man to own property and do with it as 
he will, the right to life, liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness, and incidéntally 
the’ right to sell. his labor as he chooses 
and to enjoy the fruits thereof without 
molestation or undue restraint and the 
study of the attainment of these rights 
and the development of these ideal’ in 
the history of the human race. 

“It is the purpose and wish of: the 


courage individual initiative and attain- 
ment among men, to assist in the train- 
ing of leaders for trade, industry, 
finance and engineering as well as for 
positions of public influence in Church 
and State and to combat doctrines which 
minimize the importance: of. leadership 
and which would restrict the individual 
from using all his powers to the full, to 
the glory of God, the service of his 
fellow-men.and the perfecting of his own 
life and liberty." 

The foundation thus laid has beet 
criticized as a dictation by a board of 
trustees and a founder of the character 
of the teaching to’be given by a pro- 
fessor. I venture to submit that such a 
conclusion is not warranted by a careful 
reading of the deed of gift. These suc- 
cessiv® clauses, often open to the charge 
of “being: glittering generalities—like the 
Declaration of Independence—yet do 
form the fundamental elements of the 
American Commonwealth. They also rep- 
resent the constituent. factors of civilized 
society. Any man qualified to teach 
American youth should be able, without 
any sort of reservation, either moral or 
intellectual, to accept such a trust. 


Evolution Causes Trouble, 


It has now come to be recognized that 
interference by members of boards of 
trustees with the members of the 
Faculty does not relate so much to af- 
fairs financial as to affairs biological. 
They do’seek to influence the teaching 
of biology. The evolutionary theory 
seems, above all other subjects, to 
quicken~ the’ displeasure of boards of 
trustees to interferences which are both 
lamentable and ridiculous. Instances 
abound, It is needless to recount or, 
even to refer to them. 

The relationship between a board of 
trustees ‘andthe Faculty of a college 
contains many elements of alliance and

FIT NEW STYLES 





observer could determine the date 
of marriage by the Jooks of 4a 
wedding ring; but the same rings now 
change with the times. The ‘business of 
making over wedding rings, to camou- 
flage the dates concealed on their in- 
side surfaces, has grown to such size 
that this line is often advertised as a 
specialty at jewelry shops. One jeweler 
of the’ Maiden Lane district recently 
stated that half his wedding ring trade 
consists of remodeling, so that one. of 
évery two engraved platinum circlets 
‘delivered from his shop is no more than 
an old-fashioned gold. ring converted. 
The practice is not altogether new, he 
hastened to explain, as there have al- 
ways been women who felt they must 
keep up with the styles in wedding 
rings. Wide flat gold ‘rings in “their 
time were cut down in the newer, nar- 
rower mode and these were melted and 
cast over again into rounded, bulging 
bands.

Kentucky Gevernor Acts, 

It was enough for Kentucky. .If West 
Virginia would. not run the. Hatfields to 
earth: after this outrage: then. Kentucky 
would. . Deputy Sheriff Frank ‘Phillips, 
with thé Kentucky Governor's warrants, 
slipped into West Virgina and bagged 
three of the Hatfields. He came back 
again and surprised Cap Hatfield and 
Jim. Vance on‘ the mountainside. . Cap 
fled, but Vance stood his ground and 
died,. desperate to the last. 

It was he who had ordered the shoot- 
ing of. ‘Old Man Randolph’s’’ daughter. 
His dying act was to try to put a bullet 
into Phillips. -The war between the au- 
thorities of Kentucky and the Hatflélds 
was on. Inside of ten days Phillips and 
mounted posse were ambushed by a 
band of Hatfields.* ‘Their horses were 
shot -under. them; they fled to a stoné 
wall for cover, and from behind it 
fought a battle that lasted for more 
than two hours. When the battle of 
Grape Vine Creek was over there were 
dead Hatfields, but’ no dead deputies. 
Nine: Hatfields by now were in the 
Pikeville. (Ky.) jail awaiting trial. A 
‘good many more Hatfields and McCoys 
were dead. 

The State of West Wirginia claimed 
that the arrests made by Phillips, a 
Kentucky sheriff, on its soil were hoth- 
ing less than kidnapping. The United 
States Circuit Court at Louisville was 
appealed to andthe legal. strength of 
the two States appeared before the bar. 
In the end the Hatfield prisoners were 
tried-in Kentucky jurisdiction. One of 
therh was executed and others received 
prison térms. 

But Cap Hatfiel@ was far from tamed. 
Another élection Gay came around, and 
with alriost a écoré of killings behind 
him he c&mie to town to add stili more 
to his string.

“within easy walking distance” of the 
theatres..and -hotels -and the shopping 
district—the heart of the city, if not its 
souk. _ Scores of them have been built 
in the region of Murtay Hil; and they 
are to be found gerieraffy from Thirty- 
fourth Street to the Fifties, on either 
side of Broadway, and not too far either 
to. the east or the west.

for putting on my latest. It isn’t a mel- 
odrama. at all—it’s a type of play, almost 
like a German legend, that I’ve never 
done before. 

“I suppose I'm what you would call

No broker and no pro- 
fessional operator likes that .kind of 
market. What they like is the market 
the public makes, and it.came into sight 
like an oasis after: the national election. 
The people came to ‘Wall Street to buy 
and. sell, and since then the Stock-Ex-

The Breker on Gan. 


There are benches here and_ there 
around the walls, and it is singular, 
amid the turmoil and turbulence, to see 
a foot-weary. broker, ith no commis- 
sion to execute at the “moment, drop on 
one of them and open a newspaper. He 
has an eye cocked, however;~at the an- 
nunciator call board-on which his num- 
ber will appear when his office has an 
order to execute. From a telephone 
booth on the floor theré is’a direct wire 
into the broker’s office, and when there 
is an order to buy or sell the telephone 
operator toudhes a switch which pops 
the number out on one of the huge 
square blackboards at either side of the 
Exchange. The ceaseless click-click-click

A floor reporter reports the transac- 
tion to the ticker operator, and the lat- 
ter flashes it over a sending machine not 
unlike a writer. Of late the Ex- 
change got as much as twenty min- 
utes behind its business, so fast has been 
the trading; but ordinarfly the sale of 
stock is known in all parts of the United 
States within a few minutes after it is 
made. 


A Moving Finger Writes. 


At one end of the hall a moving finger 
writes. It is a ticker tape, illuminated 
and vastly magnified, which tells to 
those on the floor what trades are be- 
ing made and at what figures. At the 
north side is the ‘‘money desk,’’ where 
a clerk receives offerings of funds from 
the banks and accommodates borrowing 
brokers in the order of their application. 
While an observer was watching the 
acene & few days ago the rate on “call; 
money” dropped from 2% to 2 per cent., 
and yet brokers were $1,600,000,000 in 
debt to the banks. 

What is back of all this feverishness? 
What is behind and beyond this turn- 
over of millions of shares of stock in 
railroads and Industrial corporations? 
Let us move from the Stock Exchange 
to a broker’s office. It-is not an office, 
but. @ suite. It is as busy, although not 
so nolsy, as the Exchange itself. The 
firm has paid $90,000, more or less, for 
an individuel membership in the ‘Ex- 
change, and can make a very good liv- / 

thank you, merely on the commis- 

jt charges for orders to buy and 

4¢ firm members want to speculate 

on their own account that is their busi- 

ness. The steady profits\come from the 

customers, who may either be present 

in the flesh or may telephone or tele- 
graph their orders. 

The customers who are present in the 
flesh congregate for the most part in a 
Jargé room. where young men’ chalk on 
a@ great blackboard the fluctuations of 
the market as they are reported by the 
tickers. Some of these - customers, 
smooth shaven and a little shabby, you 
gaw there yesterday and last year and 
the ‘year before.

One 
lof the relics thus brought to light is be- 
lieved to be the tomb’ of Absalom, son 
of King David. 


These. discoveries are notable because 
they appear to confirm certain chapters 
of Jewish legend and certain exciting 
iricidents described in the Bible. The 
archaeologist with his tactless spade 
has often seemed to be a heartless 
wrecker of tradition. Excavations in 
Luxor, Carthage, Yucatan and Russia 
have discredited histories that were 
-eomplacently dogmatic for centuries. 
But some of Dr. Slousch’s archaeolog- 
ical mining has lent’ corroboration to 
stories handed down from te Durled 
past. 

He. cleared, for Gaukhc Pe site of 
an ancient synagogue’ that flourished at 
Hammata, or BI Hamman, tear Tibe- 
rias, about 200 A. D., ‘found that the 
synagogue is the actual Kenishta of 


‘Hammata>-celebrated in the Jerusalem 


Talmud. 

In the débris-filled chambers of these 
ruins were, first, a chair or pulpit of 
calcareous stone, which Dr. Samuel 
Strauss suggested was probably the lost 
“Seat of Moses” referred to’ in the 
Gospels; and then the. only ancient 
Menorah (seven branched candelabrum) 
known to modern times,. corresponding 
in every detail of form and ornamenta- 
tion to the Menorah that must have 
stood in the Temple at Jerusalem.

The Jerusalem Talmud had its deriva- 
tion partly from the studies and theo- 
logical discussions at ‘this synagogue. 
The Talmud,.it will be remembered, is 
the great fountain of Jewish law and 
precept, and is perhaps more precious 
to_orthodox Jews than the Bible itself. 

These and complementary. discoveries— 
there, were ‘numerous inscriptions in 
Hebrew, a. shofar’ (ram’s horn used in 
announcing the Jewish New Year) and 
several Menorahs carved in ‘the marble 
pillars and slabs of the ruins—so stim- 
ulated Jewish interest that conimittees 


.were formed immediately in. London, 


Paris, The Hague, Jerusalem and the 
United States.to raise money, necessary 
| to keep Dr. Slotisch at work on his dis- 
coveries. It was in this manner that the 
Jewish Palestine. Exploration Society 
was founded, the first and only Jewish 
institution of ifts kind. 


Now, after two years of intermittent, 
though intensive, work, Dr. Slousch is 
able to announce the excavation-of the 
Cave of thé Khezers, a priestly family 
mentioned in the “Bible;~ and to report 
that the tombs of Absalom, King Je- 
hoshaphat and the prophet Zechariah 
have been exposed ‘and, penetrated, » 

These tombs are in the Valley of the. 
Kidron, at the foot of the Mount. of 
Olives in Jerusalem. This valley of 
Kidron is the one ‘now identified with 
that biblical valley of Jehoshaphat men- 
tioned by the prophets Zechariah and 
Joel... They prophesied that.after the re- 
turn of Judah and Jerusalem from the 
Captivity, God would gather all the 
heathen enemies of Israel together and 
judge them for their crimes against His 
people. The Valley of Kidron has thus 
come to be looked upon by bélievers as 
the place -where ‘the Day-of toate 
will be- held.

But these three tombs so close to one 
another, had not been thoroughly pene- 
trated until Dr. Slofisch began his work 
of excavation in January of this year. 
The difficulties In his way were great 
because of religious prejudice, the clif- 
mate and lack of sufficient. funds. But 
the savant, used to hardship, overcame 
most of the obstactes, 

After a month of excavations he had 
thé dirt removed from both sides and 
the rear of the tomb of Absalom. This 
tomb, close by the lower bridge over 





the Kidron, is a square isolated block 
hewn out from the rocky ledge. The 
body of the tomb is about 24 feet square, 
and ig ornamented on each side with 
two half columns and two quarter col- 
umns of the Ionic order. According to 
Professor R.A. S. MacAlister, it ‘sup-|}- 
ports aDoric frieze, and a cornice above 
that which, “if anything, is Egyptian 
in its. analogies.'’’ The upper ‘part of 
this tomb, says Dr, Edward Robinson in 
his brochure, ‘‘Biblical Researches,” has 
been carried up with mason work of 
large stones, and consists of a small 
dome, or cupola that runs into a low 
spiré. The whole elevation is about 
forty feet. 

The tomb was seen to have suffered 
some injury to the south (right) side, 
particularly at the southwestern corner. 
Only the top part. of the third. pillar 
was visible. An ancient ark built upon

He. promised to end the war “with 
honor.” ‘Further, he promised to build 
up 2 national party, the Patriotic Union, 
to carry on his reforms. He said that 
the 13th of September this year, the 
first anniversary of his seizure of power,

the day arrived, he postponed the cele- 
bration until Jan. 1, 1925.

These passages also emphasize 
the -personalities of the men who utter 
them., This from the Salamanca pro: 
fessor, who was exiled to the Canaries 
nearly a year. ago, who proudly declined 
pardon, and then escaped at the first 
opportunity to the family hotel in Paris: 


“It was because of an article I sent 
to a newspaper in Buenos Aires in 
which I-told the truth about Spain. I 
wrote that the King Alfonso is a rogue 
and the ruin of his country. That Primo 
de Rivera is a frivolous and brutal 
bandit. That Martinez Anido (the Com- 
mander-in-Chief in the Melilla zone of 
Morocco) is an assassin and a lunatic. 
That the Directorate in Spain is a 
group of gréedy, unscrupulous scoun- 
drels. Alfonso is an evil liver. He 
has dragged the dignity of the nation 
down to his open consorting with 
casino keepers. He is a Deauville King, 
a night-life King.’’ 

Here is a bit from Ib4fiez: 

“My conscience will not allow me to 
rest until I bring succor to my mother- 
land. My people are in captivity, I will 
devote the rest of my life to fighting 
King Alfonso and thé military dictator- 
ship. I have been silent too long. I 
will do everything possible.to topple the 
King from his throne and strike a ring- 
ing blow at tyranny. * * * He (Al- 
fonso) is a Germanophile and a liar, and

Bef: quoting the reply of the Mar- 
mués de Magaz to the novelist’s rhetoric, 
it may be well to go back & little in or- 
der to make it as comprehensive as pos- 
sible. “When the ‘‘aged” - (he is not yet 61 
years of age) professor of Greek, the 
author of those clasgics,; *‘E] Espejo de 
la Muerte” and “De Mi Pais,” was first 
sent ‘by the ungrateful but alert Primo 
to rusticate at Fuerteventura, that 
patch of sand in the. remote Canaries 
blown across from the Sahara, with Ris 
books and his manuscripts and «his 
dreams, not to mention some wholesome 
advice, the intellectuals: of Burope and 
some in America were*loud in protests, 
although many of them had never heard 
of him before. They will tell you. in 
the book-shop which adjoins the Span- 
ish Consulate Generalcy, down at Four- 
teenth Street and Seventh Avenue, that 
there is. quite a demand for “El Hs- 
pejo de la Muerte,’’ “De Mi Pais’ and 
his edition of ‘‘Don Quixote.” 


Well, among the intellectuals who 
were most vociferous in eluogizing the 
Salamanca doh, among the most vitu- 
perate abusers of the forces which had 
exiled him hence, “only to make his 
escape when, as: he confesses he ‘‘heard 
the world unanimously appealing’’ to 
him to run for it, were the famous poet- 
eondottiero of Italy, Gabriele d’Annun- 
zio, and the searcely less famous de- 
featist and novelist of France, Romain 
Rolland. The former wrote: 


“The luminous Spain of our dreams 
appears to Us ‘teday as & poor, extinct 
country. The entrails of its horses 
ripped out in its bullrings seent lead sin- 
ister to us than the bloody brains of its 
crazy chiefs. It is necessary to brand 
that subaltern, camouflaged as a Gen- 
eral,.a bandit tyrant. * * * But does 
not he, Miguel de Unamino, leave at 
the border of the gloomy kingdom a sort 
of inextinguishable brightness?” 

And this from the Frenchman: 

‘“‘We shall not allow to pass without 
vehement protest the dispicable act of 
which the military Directorate of Spain 
has just made itself guilty by deporting 
Miguel de Unamuno.

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last knight of the land of chivalry. 
ingrate King has just rejected him. Let 
the world be the judge. We, heralds of 
the conscience of Europe, cry out our 
mdignation.”’ 

Thus we may be better able to con- 
template the comment of the Marqués 
de Magaz on Ibdfiez’s fervent periods. 
One might havé expected him to leap 
gallantly to the defense of the King 
and the Dictator. Nothing of the sort. 
He merely sent @ brief note’ to the Paris 
paper, which had published the novelist’s 
It reads.in part as follows:

Of. course, to this hardly—to some— 
adequate defense of the King andthe 
Dictatgqr, Primo's man might have 
quoted m Ambassador Gerard -and 
from the republican leader in Spain. 
When Mr. Gerard was obliged to leave 
Berlin; at the time diplomatic relations 
were broken off at Washington, he 
came home by way of Madrid und there 
asked King Alfonso whether there was 
any party in Spain favorable to the 
Allies.

And then those words‘of the repub- 
lican leader in the bullring of ‘the 
capital: 

“If we are to have a republic, I be- 
lMeve I could mention the name of the 
first President at this moment, ‘and you 
would agree with me: His Majesty 
King. Alfonso.’’ And the rabble cheered. 

So far the masses, or “rabble” (to use 
their King’s word), have given no sign. 
Not even the invectives of Ibdfiez and 
Unamuno, have aroused them. Possibly 
they may imagine that they know their 
King better than they do and that he 
néeds no defense. Possibly they are still 
indjfferent to. it all. In any case, before 
he started for Morocco Primo left them 
an account of his stewardship With an 
optimistic. view. of the future. This is in 
the form of three manifegtoes:. The 
first is addressed to the army and navy, 
the second to the Spanish people and 
the third to the soldiers fighting in

, “As regards the organ to replace us, 
in the three months during which the 
party of Patriotic ‘Union has been in 
formation, it has been impossible even 
to enlist the hundreds and thousands of 
members that”have‘enthusiastically ‘pre- 
sented themselves and still less to elect 
committees and a party directory. iIn- 
tylgues and murmuringS® have not 
reached the throne nor captured public 
spirit, though they have endeavored to 
do so and to divide the army, soliciting 
the garrisons, ‘even those of Catalonia, 
which, when our movement of salvation 
started, risked all for it.’’

ROOSEVELT DAM MAKES DESERT BLOOM 





By PHILIP tL. SILL. ’, 


HIRTEEN years ago President 

Theodore Roosevelt dedicated the 

great Roosevelt Dam near Phoe- 

nix, Arizona, saying, “‘The two 

material achievements connected 
with my Administration of which I am 
very proud are this reclamation work 
in the West and the Panama Canal.’’ 
His enthusiastic advocacy of the: con- 
servation of our n&tural resources, the 
stupendous engineering tasks involved 
in the building of the dam itself and the 
possibilities of. converting the almost 
valueless waste spaces into highly pro- 
ductive farm lands struck the imagina- 
tion and for a time held the attention 
of the country. 


What has happened since the Govern- 
ment completed the Roosevelt Dam thir- 
teen years ago? Has the Roosevelt 
monument in’ Arizona proved to be an 
achievement to rival the Panama Canal, 
or is it simply an example of our way 
of building a von Hindenburg statue 
in a moment of national hero-worship? 
_ The Reclamation act provided » the 
means whereby. money that the United 
States Government received from. the 
sale of public lands could be-expended 
for the improvement and reclamation of 
other public lands. On completion of the 
construction program by the Govern- 
ment the operation and mamtenance of 
these ‘projects were to be turned over to 
the. owners who settled on the lands 
benefited and who were to repay to 
the United States the cost of construc- 


payments sunning: over a period of 
years.

Roosevelt never changed his devotion h 
to Lodge, their friendship. was ‘not _ ss 


ered when Roosevelt ‘organized 
Progressive Party and became its candi- 
date for Président, and Lodge remained 
true to his Republicanism. 
Ta have possessed Roosevett’s friend- 
@elp through all the years; means some- 
thing, If Lodge was what his critics 
sought to make him out to be, Roose- 
velt showed a strange inconsistency— 
etrangé even in him—in maintaining an 
intimacy which, if we have a correct 


all he preached and practiced, 

Not that Roosevelt had no affiliations 
with men whose’ political motives and 
practices he disliked, but they were not 
his personal associates, let alone his in- 
timate friends. He and Lodge were like 
brothers; a. strong bond of affection ex- 
isted ‘between them. ; 

Many judged Lodge harshly on the 
basis. of his public acts. But. they 
judged him no less harshly. in the per- 
gonal aspect. In the popular mind a 
conception of Lodge. the: map had been 
built up which dovetailed with the con- 
tentions of those who derided his 
statesmanship. A | considerdble’ number 
of those. who, under the influence of 
partisan sympathy, applauded_Nis politi- 
cal acts looked askance at -the per- 
sone] side of this .scholar in politics, 
who was traditionally pictured as cold, 
supercilious, aloof from. the common 
people, holding himself above the ordi- 
mary run of mankind; the blooded and 
intellectual aristocrat entirely out of 
sympathy with those whose genealogi- 
cal status and mental attainments were 
not equal to his own. 


As His Friends Saw Him. 


Those who knew. him best did not 
pubscribe to the popular estimate of the 
Lodge personality. To thém the cold 
exterior of public fancy did not exist 
in fact. They-found: him full of kindli- 
ness, @ delightful. raconteur, ready to 
laugh. heartily. oyer .some anecdotal 
story’ and eager to spread it among his 
associates; helpfulté many who had no 
real calf upon his time or interest. 

“Sometimes bitter, often genfal, al- 
ways intelligent,” Henry Adams wrote 
of him. 

Bishop Lawrence of Massachusetts 
stressed these phases of Mr. Lodge's 
character in an address. delivered on 
Nov. 20, 1920, at a dinner in Boston in 

Lodge’s honor. The Bishop and the

That measure, fathered by Lodge in 


his early service in the House of Rep- 


resentatives,. provided. for Government 
control over Federal elections in the 
States. It .aroused the South. The 
Gouthern Congressmen fairly loathed 
Lodge. He was 40 then, and. looked 
younger, in spite of his beard. His fig- 
ure was slight and trim, and his close- 
fitting clothing accentuated the slight~- 
ness and trimness. 

The bill was openty intended to give 
the negroes of the South a chance to 
vote. “The Government which made the 
black man a citizen af the United 
States,"’ said Lodge, “is bound to pro- 
tect him in his rights as a. citizen of 
the United States, and it is a cowardly 
Government if it does. not do it.”

That tradition was formulated in 
journalistic minds when Lodge entered 
the House. It followed him to the Sen- 
ate; it persisted for more than thirty 
years. . 

Not until Lodge came into his greatest 
prominence as leader of the opposition 
to-the League Covenant in 1919 was it 
dissipated to any considerable degree. 
Then many newspaper correspondents 
who had never known Lodge—who had 
purposely avoided: him in the bellef that 
he was unapproachable and given to that 
patronizing manner which press men will 
not respect—were thrown, perforce, into 
direct personal contact with the Massa- 
chusetts Senator. 


Newspaper Men's View. 


They were disillusioned. They found 
simple an@ kindly, although strong 
his*dislikes, ana bitter toward those 
whose political and personal motives he 
questioned. They found him communi- 
cative, too; helpful, full of understand- 
ing of the things they wished to know; 
informative, illuminating, and—to quote 
Henry Adams in his reference to his 
friend. Lodge in’ the famous ‘‘Educa- 
tioh’’—‘‘possessed. of the singular: merit 
of intéresting.’” Most of them took a 
personal “liking to this aristocratic 
scholar in politics. He was a human 
heing. i 

Some of the older newspaper men and 
almost all of those who served or had 
seryed cs correspondents of Boston 
newspapers were in a position to en- 
lighten their brethren who did not come 
into close contact with Lodge until the 
League of Nations contest in the Senate. 
But tradition had persisted, and most 
of the brethren declined to be enlfght- 
ened. There was the same false tradi- 
tion about the personality of Senator 
Nelson VY. Aldrich of Rhode: Island, 
which never was dissipated, in spite of 
his simplicity and approachableness, 

As far back as the days of the Span- 
ish War a group of newspaper corre- 
sponderits would gather nearly every af- 
ternoon in Senator Lodge’s commi:‘:e 
room and discuss with him the progress 
and the conduct of the international 
struggle, with ‘especial reference to leg- 
islation. Mr. Lodge called- his journal- 
istic friends the “board of strategy." In 
the language of the press galleries they 
were known as “the brain trust.” 

Lodge had been a spirited proponent 
of the war and was deeply interested in 
all that pertained to its prosecution by 
th. Amevican’ Government. None of the 
members uf the board of strategy en- 
joyed more than he enjoyed the intimate 
association of these daily gatherings in 
BY room. When the war ended he gave 
to each of the newspapermen, as a 
souvenir of war days, a handsome stick- 
pin of gold. The design was a replica 
of the American cagle in the national 
coat of arms. . 

He was easily accessible, even in the 
old. brick house in Massachusetts Avé- 
nue that he occupied for most of his 
residence in Washington. Newspaper- 
men often saw him there. Two of them, 
who knew him but slightly, called on 
him one evening in the early part of this 
year to ask his opinion of the decision 
of the Coolidge Administration to sell 
arms to the Mexican Government. He 
offered them yrettes and took one 
himself. Then heégpeld a tch while 
they lighted up, but blew ft out before) 
lighting his own cigarette from a fresh 
match,

I had heard that Senator Lodge hardly 
ever destroyed a letter. I put it that 
way to one of his secretaries. —‘“Worse 
than that,” he said.

His houses in Washington and Nahant 
are packed with personal correspon- 
dence dating back ‘forty years and 
more. A room in the Senate Office 
Building is crowded with file cases con- 
taining thousands of letters.

At their, laat annual meeting, held in 
Montréal in September, the City Man- 
agers’ Association adopted a code, of 
ethics, ‘Here’ are. some. of_ its clauses: 

“The position of city manager is an. 
important and honorable position, and 
should not be accepted unless tné in-. 
dividual believes that he can serve the 
community to its advantage, 

“In personal. conduct ‘a city manager 
should be exemplary and he should dis- 
play the same obedience to law that he 
should inculcate in others. 


"The city manager: is’ the administra- 
tor for all the people, and in ‘performing 
his. duty he should boty See dis- 
crimination. 


“A city manager, should’ déal frankly 
with the Council ‘as ® unit, and mot 
Secretly “with its individual. members, 
and, similarly, should foster’ a’ spirit of 
cooperation between “all employes of the 
city’s organization. 

“No city manager should take an 
active part in politics. 

“A city manager will be known by 
his works, many of which may: outlast 
him and, regardless of personal popu- 
larity “or unpopularity, he should not 
curry favor: or temporize,’ but should 
in a far-sighted way aim to benefit the 
community of today dnd posterity.’ 

The contrast between tliese ideals of 
the new profession and those formerly 
prevalent in hundreds of City Halls, 
and perhaps still prevalent in many, 
may be partially responsible for the 
spread of this new system of ‘city gov- 
ernment, for it is spreading, and if the 
prophets inthe field know what they 
are talking about will be seriously con- 
sidered before long in every great city in 
the country. 





HOUSING FOR 


BUSINESS investment: in social 
service, housing on a non-specu- 
lative basis, philanthropy that 
brings an annual rturn of 6 per 
cnt.—these are some of the de- 

ecriptive phrases that may be applied 
to the colony for wage earners opened 
at Sunnyside, Long Island City, by the 
City Housing Corporation, last week. 
The dual purpose of the enterprise 
may be sten from the personne! of the 
Board of Directors and Advisory 
Board, which consists of social service 
workers, economists, 
‘planners and real estate men who de- 
veloped the Park Avenue district. Their 
aim is to!credte sound Jong-term in- 
vestments and yet contribute to a solu- 
tion of New York’s housing problem. 
The speculative element is avoided by 
the limitations of dividends to 6 per 


“cent. 


The first unit of the Sunnyside colony, 
with accommodations for 128 families, 
is now complete. It is only fifteen 
minutes by Queensboro subway fro 
Grand Central Station. Land is av. 
able for gardens and playgrounds 
within the» community. Houses and 
apartments are taken on the tenant- 
ownership plan, which in this case calis 
for an initial payment of from »$500 to 
$2,000 and the balance, together with 
operating expenses and interest, paid at 
the rate of about $10 a month per room, 
A second unit of the same size is now 
under construction across the streft 
from the first. 

‘Primarily the Sunnysidé community. ts 
designed for tenants with annual earn- 
ings of between $2,400 and $3,000. Al- 
though New Yorkers of all moderate 
incomes have lifted up their voices 
against rental values in the city, 
studfes by housing experts reach the 
conclusion. that the ‘people hardest hit 
by city rents are in this particular in- 
come class, Their living scale is above 
that of inhabitants of the tenement dis- 
tricts, and yet the increase of building 
within the past four years has scarcely 
touched their needs. Most of the new 
living .quarters have been apartments 
For 
them the only solution of the city’s 
hopsing shortage has been either the 
tenements or the outskirts, with long 
rides ‘to and from work. 

At Sunnyside the City Housing Corpo- 


| ration ‘has. already bought 1,100 lots, 


which under the present scheme of 
building, with: playgrounds and open 
spaces, will provide accommodations for 
about. 700 families. If the enterprise 
prospers it will buy large tracts else- 
where, 

Will Keep It Low Priced. 

Two things the organization behind 
the Sunnyside cOmmunity has sought to 
avoid. It aims to keep rentals and pur- 
chase prices low through elimination of 
speculation.. On the other hand, it has 
had object. lessons of other attémpts to 
establish wage earners’ colonies. ! Fresh 
in the memory is the transition of For-. 
est Hills from a model workers’ colony 
to an exclusive suburb. 

The backers of the Sunnyside colony 
have, two. answers to predictions. that 
their enterprise .may -become another 
Forest Hills, They point to the unpre- 
tentjousness of their buildings and re- 
cite the occupations of those who al- 
ready. have signed up on a tenant-own- 
ership basis. These include a timekeep- 
‘er, five carpenters, five foremen, a 
lady’s maid, a chauffeur, two bookkeep- 
ers, @ pastry ¢ook, an, operator, of an

Try Out New Pians. 

“We are not antagonistic to the specu- 
lative builder,” Mr. Bing said. ‘‘We 
realize that upon him the city must rely 
for most of its. houses, but, being a 
limited dividend company, we can do 
We can, 
to ‘a certain extent, experiment with 
ew types of houses and new methods 
of community layout. This we have 
already done on our first unit. 

“There is nothing in New York City 
like the apartments and gardens which 
we have built. -We believe we have 
demonstrated that our type of apart- 
ment} only two rooms deep and cover- 
ing only 30 per cent. of the land, with 
liberal gardens and playgrounds, is 
commercially profitable when built on 
inexpensive land. -When this is demon- 
strated—and we think we have already 
proved its commercial seundness—it may 
be expected that commercial builders 
will engage in similar enterprises on a 
still wider scale. 

“We also wish to show that with 
quantity production of good ‘houses, 
homes can be purchased for little if 
anything more than is now being paid 
for rent. There-will thus be~created 
néw and better types of communities, 
composed of. owners of healthy attrac- 
tive. homes; where the finest kind of 
community spirit canbe developed. 

“If decent standards of living are to 
be maintained the. wage earner must 
have help from outside to supply him 


with houses which are sanitary and’ 
healthful at a price he can afford to 
pay. Europe has realized the signifi- 
cance of the housing problem and has 
recognized it as a community responsi- 
bility. The outside mssistance necessary 
has been applied in several ways, It 
has come from State aid, from the large 
employers: and from. limited dividend 
companies, To most people. in this coun- 
try, I think, Government help or State 
aid is-repugnant. Large manufacturing 
concerns abroad have built model towns 
for their ‘workers, of which Fort Sun- 
light,’ buflt near Liverpool by Lever 
Brothers, is an example. In a city like 
New York, where living quarters are so 
congésted, difficulties besetting any 
housing plan by an employer would be 
too great for him to undertake. More- 
over, -the employer-landlord relationship 
is not at all a popular one, and the diffi- 
culty with such communities is that they 
are built for the use of employes of one 
firm, 


‘In England two limited dividend com- 
panies have built groups of houses sim- 
flar.to, what the City Housing Corpora- 
tion hopes to do. The Letchworth Gar- 
deh City Company bought about 5,000 
acres of unimproved land near London. 
Its first manager was* Thomas H. Ad- 
ams, now of the Russell Sage Founda- 
tion and on the advisory board of our 
organization. Welwyn Garden City is 
another English —_ of the 
Letchworth - plan. 


Eoconomise by Large Purchases. 


“By the large scale buying of land the 
City, Housing Corporation makes it pos- 
aible to obtain far greater land values 
than if it were purchased in small lots, 
Material with which to build one hun- 
dred houses can be bought much cheaper 
than materials for one ‘or two houses.

The shortage of quarters led, naturally, 
to spectacular operations. that were not 
always what they seemed. Men ap- 
peared who were not satisfied to take 
merely the legitimate profits that the 
situation offered.. The’ Wcllingfords de- 
scehded upon Washington. 

The Rent® Commission stood in the 
way of these frenzied operators, It 
had the power to fix rents on their 
structures. These rents were based, 
largely, on an adequate return on the 
investment. The commission fixed a 
value on the properties in determining 
the rent that might be> charged. 

Wallingford, owning an apartment 
house worth $200,000, wanted that value 
placed as high as he could get it.. He 
would sell his building to his ‘secretary 
for $300,000. The secretary would seil 
it to the file clerk for $400,000, and the 
file clerk would sell it to Mrs. Walling- 
ford for $500,000. Wallingford would 
then ask the Rent Commission to fix 
rérts on the basis of $500,000 as the 
purchase price, Often the commission 
slipped. Sometimes it made its own 
estimates of values. 

A committee of the United States Sen- 
ate investigated the situation. Its find- 
ings ‘were so disturbing that they were 
embodied only in a secret report, There 
was evidence that the Wallingfords, 


after they had established the fictitious’ 


values on their.apartment houses, pro- 
ceeded to finance the houses ,on' the 
basia of those values. They second 
and third trusts on them on the basis 
of the prices at: which they had bold in 
the fake sales. The committee found 
scores of buildings mortgaged for more 
than they had cost. 

There were even buildings mortgaged 
for twice or three times their’ Gost to 
build. Unsophisticated New York finan- 
ciers bought these second and third 
trusts on the flimsy structures of Wash- 
ington, the overgrown country town. 

Most of the Money-for this frenzied 
financiering came out of the metropolis.

In his catalogue preface to the present 
exhibit, Guy Pefié .Du Bois, painter, 
gays: “To that . well-known running 
American reader, pictures have more 


importance than text. * * * The modern+ 


illustrator’s patron’ is numbered in hun- 
dreds of thousands. His pictures must 
be done in something of the spirit of the 
speeches of politicians. They must have 
an essentially broad sense, be general- 
izations which shall escape the under- 
standing of practically no one.’’ 


* Reading pictorlally is usually the 
result of two things, says Mr. Du Bois, 
lack of time and lack of imagination. 
To the unimaginative mind the printed 
page does not always buil@ pictures. 
Then there is the mind that receives 
no impressions from words—the mind 
that must see in liné drawing the can- 
Gidate for high offiee or the latest 
popular hero, to know there is a can- 
didate or a popular hero, It may or 
may not be an inexperienced mind, It 
is certainly a hurrying mind. Then, 
too, a writer Is sometimes restricted by 
his text. The illustrator must fill in 
what's imissing. He must energizé a 
story or an article. He must put life 
into black and white linés through his 
black and white drawings or his.draw- 
ings in color. 

Most of the drawings that are being 
shown have appeared in the magazines 
for which they were drawn to illustrate 
the. work of well-known fictionists and 
essayists like William J. Locke, Joseph 


nard Shaw, . Mary Roberts . Rinehart, 
Booth Tarkington and a dozen others. 
Tilustration hag reached a positiqn of 
great influence in’ America, says Mr. 
Du Bois. Io. no other country probably 
doés it count 60 much, . Today a -story 
to be widely read tust be. well iflus- 
trated, It is not too much to say that 
poor drawings will ruin a good yarn. 
The fnfluence of the American ‘illus- 
trator is growing greater every year. 
lustrators of ancient days, especially 
those who chose religious subjects, drew 
for a world having few books, but they, 
too, had their influerice on public 
thought. Illustrators of today draw 
for a world numbering its books by the 
thousands, on all subjects, 


The artist of today, with pad and pen- 
cil, goes into the world for his subjects, 
Into the streets, along the waterfronts, 
into the morgue. He finds his material 
in, crowded “avenues, in fashionable 
cafés, among the gay. and among the 
sorrowing, It is life as itis lived toaay 
that his readers want, and this is the 
life he tries to give them. No matter 
how. a drawing may look when ready for 
the pfinting press, it is the finished 
product on the magazine pagé that spells 
success or failure. It is this thought 
which is constantly before the illustra- 
tof when experimenting with brush 
dipped in ink, with color {In line draw- 
ing, with pencil, or with any of the 
other mediums 80 mysterious to a lay 
public, That there is no trick or mys- 
tery about the manner in which results 
aré achieved is one of the things the 
present exhibitors are attempting to 
show. 


Seasoned illustrators all of these men, 
they have long been questioned about 
their working paraphernalia s. whether 
they use pen, pentil or brush. They 
have received so many letters from as- 
piring young students in search of guid- 
ancé that a simple- way of answering 
all questions seemed to be to. send some 
of their original work through the coun-> 
try that scholars might study the 
sketches at short range.

In the minds of many the modifica- 
tion of the criminal law has gone to 
the extreme, and in the opinion of many 
_ Prominent jurists there are ofttimes 
" meted ‘out very inadequate sentences for 
erime, Then, too, our crimifial law 1s 
go constructed as to throw every pro- 
tection about the individual charged 
with crime. 

In addition to the modification of the 
punitive side of the law, and in line 
withthe ideas of reformation, there 
have-been enacted laws which permit the 
court to suspend sentenee on & eorivicted 
eriminal and to place him on probation 
in the community. These laws require 
him to so conduct himself as to meet 
the approval of his probation officer and 
the community in gpneral, and to be- 

industrious and productive 
member of society. Should he succeed 

im his efforts for the length. of time 
fixed by the court, whith is usually 
one year, he is discharged from super- 
vision and ‘his offense forgiven. 

‘The parolé law, which is another 
@modification of the old criminal law,

Much has been published ~in’ the last 
teow yearg concerning the so-called 
“crime ‘waves'’ and ‘‘the increase in 
crime,”” particularly crimes of violence. 
We have heard various reasons given 
for the existence. of this condition, many 
of which have attacked the modification 
of the criminal law, which would seem 
to maké less stringent the punishment 
inflicted. and which».has had ‘its effect 
upon institutional management, until the 
time has come when a large proportion 
of the public believes that ‘no hardship 
is inflicted upon the man-confined in a 
correctional institution and that in some 
institutions the. entire staff seem* to ‘be 
organized into one’ grand entertainment 
committee, 

Some of this criticism is undoubtedly 
well founded, but the public mind ‘seems 
to. be fixed upon the idga more of pun- 
ishment of the offendef, plus an occa- 
sional thought directed toward his ref- 
ormation, .rather than the solution of 
the criminal problem /on ‘a. scientific 
basis and toward the- effort of crime 
prevention. To make myself ‘clear on 
this point requires a thorough under- 
standing of the types of individuals who 
commit criminal acts and who are 
found, a8 a result of these acts, in our 
correctioénal institutions. I believe we 
have, ih general, four classes of indi- 
viduals confined for the commission of 
crime, and they can be classified broad- 
ly under the following types: 

1. The normally endowed, individual 
who becomes a criminal: through ‘bad 
environmental condition and throug 
lack of proper training during his for- 
mative years. 

2. The mentally deficient indivicual 
who for the-same reason and because he 
is peculiarly suggestible and unable to

tions. To make this possible would re- 
quire that the criminal law be so modi- 
fied as-to require the courts to pass: 
primarily upon the facts 6f the case, 
and to determine the guilt or innocence 
of the accused. If found guilty, before 
inflicting sentence, the case should. be 
referred to a commission competent to 
make a scientific analysis of the indi- 
Upon completion of this analy- 
sis, the case should be. returned to the 
jurisdiction. of the court with a -de- 
tailed report as to conditions uncovered, 
The court, in- the light afforded it, 
should be required “to commit the indi- 
vidual to an institution, where facilities 
for his adequate care and treatment 
would be found. This commitment 
should preferably. be absolutely inde- 
terminate. In other words, the ideal 
method of “management in the case 
would be to commit the individual in 
such a way as to make it possible to 
release him at any time or to detain 
him for any length of time, 

The objection which would be raised 
to this would be that in the hands of 
unscrupulous or incompetent individuals 
these men could be released at any 
time, and-thus do away with the deter- 
rent effect of incarceration upon others.

ANATOLE FRANCE’S SUCCESSOR 





To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In your admirable editorial in this 
morning’s* paper on ‘‘Anatole France’s 
Successor’’ you do noble justice to 
Thomas Hardy. This great Englishman 
was the one rival of France during the 
latter’s life, and ‘now at his death is 
his sure successor. At least four of 
Hardy’s novels, ‘‘Far Fram the Madding 
Crowd,” “The Retutn of the. ‘Native,’ 
‘“Tess’’ and ‘“Jude the Obscure,’’ are as 
certain of immortality as any works. of 
fiction written in English in the nine- 
teenth century. Hardy’s “The Dy- 
nasts’’ is. the greatest single English 
poem since Milton’s ‘Paradise Lost.” 
Hardy’s lyrics, long misunderstood. and 
neglected, are finding their permanent 
place among the choicest treasures of 
English literature. 

Search the world, and where is there 


being the case, I beg to suggest a suc- 
cessor.to the great Anatole from among 
these prize-men—one omitted by’ you in 
your list. I refer to France’s own coun- 
tryman, Romain Rolland. His‘ literary 
claims are impressive, as see his stu- 
pendous “Jean Christophe,’’ his inimita- 
ble ‘‘Colas Breugnon, Burgundjan,’’ his 
flaming ‘‘Clerambault,’’ not to speak of 
his dramas. and biographies. Further- 
more,: Rolland’s reforming zeal, his val- 
jiant espousal of unpopular causes, his 
dedication of his pen to public uses, help 
to qualify him for this succession. 

Both men, France and Rolland, will be 
remembered as prophets as well as ar- 
tists; like Tolstoy, as humanitarians.

radio communication. American investi- 
gators have found that ‘the frequency 
of vibration of the piece of quartz is 
extraordinarily constant, and that it is 
very useful as a radio standard. . 

The quartz crystal may be used as.a 
standard in numerous ways. In one 
method it forms an auxiliary condenser 
in @ resonance circuit; and when the 
current in the circuit is made to have a 
frequency equal to that of natural vibra- 
tion of the crystal,’ there is a definite 
power ab tion from the circuit. In 
ethod the quartz crystal, in 
association with a small electron tube, 
acts as an oscillator or generator of a 
current the frequency of which is that of 
mechanical vibration of the piece of 
crystal. As the frequency thus produced 
is accompanied by numerous harmonics, 
the crystal is @ standard giving several 
radio frequencies. It is thus’ supple- 
ment to the wave meters which have 
hitherto been used as standards’ of radio 
frequency, It appears to be a standard 
of greater constancy than the best wave 
meters. 

Stydies being made by the Bureau of 
Standards, according to the Radio Ser- 
vice bulletin of the Department of Com- 
merce, indicate that. such a quartz oscil- 
lator has many. valuable applications in 
radio work. Means of producing audio

The replies this year indicate that the 

farmers were supplying themselves with 
~@ets capable of hearing, stations. some 

distance away. . Unlike the man in the 
city, the farmer is always located at 
greater or less distances from the broad- 
casting station, and this;makes it neces- 
sary for him to have a‘radiéd set em- 
ploying two, three or more tubes for 
the detection and amplification. © This 
means that whoever sells radio to. farm- 
ers must sell a type of set which vill 
enable the farmer to listen to distant 
stations. The farmer in this respect is 
at an advantage over the people living 
fn cities where broadcasting stations are 
operated, forvhe. wil-be ‘able to ‘hear 
many stations, as_ compared with _one 
or only a few available tothe city man 
because of his nearness to which inter- 
feres with long distance reception. The 
city man being near a large station often 
supplies himself with a set capable of 
receiving only local stations. . 

Replies to the questionnaire show that 
both brief price quotations and market 
@iscussions are desired by the majority 
of farmers. 

As to the time of the day when the 
various types of agricultural information 
@re desired, it seems that a-ldrge ma- 
jority. of courtty agents are of the opin- 
fon that weather and market reports, 
as well as talks on agricultural subjects. 
could best be given during the evening 
betweeh the hours of 6 and 8. o’cléck. 
In some sections, however, there is a 
feeling that the weather and market re- 
ports should be given &s soon as pos- 
@ible after they are available, broad- 
casting them in the morning and at 
moon. This opinion seems to be strong- 
est in the Middle Western States of 
Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Iowa and Mis- 
wourl. Almost without exception all of 
the county agents indicated that agri- 
gultural talks and educational features 
should be broadcast during the early 
evening.

Demonstrating Radic te Farmers. 


In reply. to the question regarding the 
best means.of: bringing radio to the at-T 
tention of thé farmers a rather generous 
discussion was given by a large number 
of county eagenta. Most of the ‘county: 
agents who expressed themselves'on this 
point state that the demoristration 
method was, o their way of thinking, the 
most satisfactory method to bring: radio 
toithe attention of farmers, and quite a 
number of them’ reported having elther 
participated in or arranged. for demon- 
strations to be given in their counties by 
radio dealers at county farm bureau 
meetings. ° 

A great many county agents feel that 
the agricultural] colleges are not measur- 
ing up to their opportunities in develop- 
ing the use of radio as a means.of edu- 
cation and entertainment for people liv- 
img in the country. Quite a number of 
the county agents expressed the opinion 
that they believed the time would come 
when the.matter would be taken up as a 
part of. the extension program and 
pushed by the extension forces. 

In answef to the queS3tion as to meth- 
ods.of selling radio apparatus to farm- 
ers, a large number of the agents ex- 
pressed the opinion that the present 
prices’ of satisfactory radio sets were so 
high as to discourage most farmers and 
prevented them from buying. Quite a 
number expregsed themselves in favor of 
purchasing radio outfits on the instal-. 
ment plan. : } 

Several of them admitted frankly that 
neithér they themselves nor the farmers 
in their county had purchased radio sets, 
fot the reason that they were undecided 
as to what kind to purchase and had no 
knowledge. as \to what was best or 
whether or not they were getting their 
money’s ‘worth when buying a set. Oth- 
ers stated rather vaguely that they had 
held. off from purchasing because. they 
understood that. changes. “were being 
made in radio all the time and that a 
set that was efficient today would be 
out of date within a few months or a 
short time.- 

Much has been sald regarding the fact 
that the farmer's. purchasing power is 
much inferior to that of those who live 
in cities and towns, 

“Radio is cérisidered as a device which 
ts. not..absolutely necessary to the con- 
duct of farming,”’ said Mr. Gilbert, ‘‘and 
@ great many farmers who have heard 
of radio have not purchased because 
they felt that they could not afford to 
do so. There will probably always be a 
considerable number of farmers unable 
to purchase radio sets because of the 
cost, just es they have not purchased 
cream separators, washing machines and 
any other labor-saving devices not ab- 
solutely necessary. Farmers have bought 
automobiles, will continue to buy auto- 
mobiles and ‘undoubtedly will continue to 
buy radio in increasing volume. 
pears to us that one of the problems now 
is to get more and better information 
into the farmer’s hands regarding what 
to buy, how to install and what to ex- 
pect from the type of set he has pur- 
chased. There are a great many kinds 
of radio receiving sets offered for sale. 

“Many of these sets,” continued Mr. 
Gilbert, “are cheaply made and of infe-

Two brilliant 
forward passes followed, one gsc 
netted 20 yards and the other 12, oe 
then, standing within half a yard 
Harvard’s goal line, Klump had no MS 
ficulty in diving over for the score. 

The game was a trifle more encour- 
aging to Harvard than the Princeton 
contest of the week before. The Crim- 
son. line charged faster and stronger 
on the defense, but Brown ripped up the 
offense dlmost as easily as did the 
Tigers. A Harvard march of 25 yards 
in seven. scrimmages in the second pe- 
riod, and another for 30 yards in nine 
downs in the last quarter, constituted 
the only Crimson offense that was at all 
impressive, while Harvard scored only 
three first downs thrcughout the game.
